everal men attacked a gay San Fran¬ 
cisco man helping to dismantle the 
pink triangle on the Twin Peaks hill¬ 
side on Pride day, echoing the memo¬ 
ries of hatred carried by the symbol. 

Two men allegedly punched Hos- 
sein Sepas in the face, then one swung 
a boom box and hit him in the jaw, 
according to Patrick Carney, Sepas’s 
partner and one of the main organiz¬ 
ers of the display, which was installed 
Saturday, June 23 and dismantled the 
evening of June 24. 

Tourists nearby jumped out of 
their cars and intervened to protect 
Sepas as Carney and other helpers 
raced up the hill to his aid. 

“They started calling 911 on their 
cell phones and talking loudly so the 
attackers would know they were call¬ 
ing the police,” Carney told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “They kept it from es¬ 
calating because they knew we would 
protect Hossein.” 

The attackers, he said, were white 
men speaking Spanish, but they yelled 
“faggots” and other epithets in Eng¬ 
lish before attacking Sepas. Altogeth¬ 
er four men were threatening Sepas 
but there were another eight or so 
who left together and seemed to be 
“aligned” with the attackers, Carney 
added. 

The first attacker drove off yelling 
epithets and the others walked down 
the hill.

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Fight about the sour: 
u.N. allows gay 
rights group a uoice

i n what one delegate called a “fight about 
the soul of the U.N.,” the United Nations 
General Assembly has allowed an HIV ad¬ 
vocate from a major gay rights organization 
to address the body’s special session on 
HIV/AIDS. 

Karyn Kaplan’s three-minute speech on 
Tuesday, June 26, came after the full General 
Assembly reversed a decision by the official 
Human Rights Round Table on HIV/AIDS to 
ban her participation after inviting her orga¬ 
nization. Kaplan is the HIV program officer 
of the San Francisco-based International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights Commission. She 
works out of New York. 

IGLHRC was the only gay/lesbian non¬ 
governmental organization invited to address 
the Round Table. 

“We are satisfied that she managed to 
speak,” Sydney Levy, IGLHRC’s communica¬ 
tions director, told the Bay Area Reporter. “But 
it’s troublesome that it took two hours of the 
General Assembly’s time to decide if she could 
speak for three minutes. It shows the level of 
opposition we’re facing, not only because of 
fears of homosexuality but also because of an¬ 
tagonism toward human rights in general by 
some governments. 

“It’s troublesome: the U.N. is meeting to 
decide what to do about HIV/AIDS and how 
to administer billions of dollars. 

Basic issues 

“Karyn spoke for three minutes. Imagine 
what will happen when we get to really seri¬ 
ous issues, like men having sex with men, and 
HIV prevention.” 


Controversy over Kaplan’s role arose after 
objections to her speaking came from delega¬ 
tions from Sudan, Syria, Pakistan, Malaysia, 
Egypt, Libya, Iran, Saudi Arabia, and Moroc¬ 
co, Levy said. 

The objections reflect efforts by some na¬ 
tions to exclude from the special session’s ex¬ 
pected draft declaration any mention of men 
having sex with men, sex workers and their 
clients, IV drug users, and other groups at 
higher risk for HIV. 

A subsequent motion sponsored by Ar¬ 
gentina, Canada, Norway, and the European 
Union objected to the ban. After nearly three 
hours of heated debate, IGLHRC said, the 
General Assembly voted to okay Kaplan’s par¬ 
ticipation by 62 to 0 with 30 abstentions. 

Levy said a number of delegations simply 
did not vote, in hopes of denying a quorum. 
The vote was eventually ruled valid. 

Norway: Fighting for the soul 

At the General Assembly, the Norwegian 
representative viewed the vote as a “fight 
about the soul of the U.N.,” in order to ensure 
that the organization remains “open, trans¬ 
parent, and relevant.” 

He added that cooperation from civil so¬ 
ciety was particularly important in the battle 
against HIV/AIDS. 

The South African delegate reminded his 
colleagues that “this is a conference about 
people who are dying from HIV/AIDS. White, 
black, gay, straight, this is a disease which 
knows no boundaries.” Despite skyrocketing 
HIV infection rates, South Africa’s president 
and health minister have been outspoken in 
questioning whether AIDS is caused by HIV. 

Neither South African President Thabo 
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■ his year’s 31st annual LGBT Pride Pa¬ 
ll rade and celebration was a huge suc¬ 
cess, according to organizers, as the weekend 
events on June 23 and 24 drew about 1 mil¬ 
lion people of all sexual orientations and 
political persuasions to the hours-long pa¬ 
rade along San Francisco’s Market Street. 

The world-famous parade was as 
“Queerific” as the theme and got off to a 
roaring start, literally, with the 500 or so cy¬ 
cles in the Women’s Motorcycle Contin¬ 
gent; nearly 200 parade contingents fol¬ 
lowed, including the grand marshals, 
politicians gay and straight, numerous 
community organizations and businesses, 
and government entities. 

Parade organizers were ecstatic with the 
festivities. 

“We think over the course of the week¬ 
end there were 1 million people,” Pride 
Committee Executive Director Teddy With- 
erington told the Bay Area Reporter. “There 
were more people than last year. The event 
went extremely smoothly. As Pride events 
go, this was one of the smoothest.” 

Indeed, judging from the crowd that 
packed Market Street from Beale to 8th, they

T he Alameda County District 
Attorney’s office has de¬ 
clined to prosecute a suspect 
who allegedly kicked and punched 
an African American lesbian who 
rejected his propositions at the 
Juneteenth Festival on June 17 in 
Berkeley. 

Deputy District Attorney Paul 
Delucchi said he was dropping all 
charges in the case, but left open 
the option of reopening it if addi¬ 
tional substantive evidence sur¬ 
faced from witnesses to the attack 
on Jada Scott in the Ashby BART 
station parking lot. 

Delucchi said he had also 
dropped all charges against the vic¬ 
tim’s girlfriend, Michelle Baker, who 
was arrested when BART police ar¬ 
rived and saw her smashing the sus¬ 
pect’s BMW with a child’s scooter. 

Baker’s arrest for assault with a 
deadly weapon was nullified. 
BART police said she had appar¬ 
ently kicked the suspect in the 
head. Reports from various 
sources said one to three men had 
also come to Scott’s aid and pum- 
meled the suspect before disap¬ 
pearing. 

Delucchi said that given the ev¬ 
idence presented to him by BART 
police, who handled the incident, 
there was little chance of making 
a criminal case. He indicated that 
it was more complicated than it 
appeared on the surface. 

Scott said she had been leaving 
the festival from the parking lot with 
her two children, aunt, and girl¬ 
friend when a man drove up in a 
BMW and began to proposition her. 

She told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she rejected the man’s sugges¬ 
tions, telling him, “Listen, we’re 
lesbians, and we’re not even inter¬ 
ested in men.” When he persisted,

they exchanged epithets. 

“I thought that was the end of 
it,” Scott said. “But then he parked 
his BMW and got out and kicked 
me in the back and punched me 
in the face. 

“My nose split open. My girls 
were screaming. He was yelling, ‘I 
hate you American bitches, you 
American dykes.’” 

She said the alleged attacker, 
whom officials confirmed is 
named Abdullah ben Mo¬ 
hammed, is of Oakland. Mo¬ 
hammed could not be reached by 
the B.A.R. 

Scott, who lives in the East Bay, 
is the daughter of Wallace Scott, 
who plays with the R&B band The 
Whispers. 

Thirty stitches 

Scott said the alleged attacker 
then hit her aunt, injuring her 
arm, as her hysterical children 
looked on. Scott was taken to Alta 
Bates Hospital in Berkeley and 
treated, receiving 30 stitches for 
injuries to her nose and face. 

During the attack, she said, a 
man nearby began fighting the at¬ 
tacker to protect her. Her girl¬ 
friend, Baker, also fought. 

Baker told the B.A.R .: “Once 
she was hit, her aunt and I started 
to fight him. He hit me twice ... 
while I was in jail, I had bruises 
and my face hurt.” 

Baker said she was taken to a 
police facility, searched by a man, 
and was refused use of the re¬ 
stroom. Later she was transported 
to the Alameda County jail at 
Santa Rita and released in the 
early morning. 

BART police took Mohammed 
to Kaiser Permanente Hospital cit¬ 
ing “possible head injuries” but 
did not arrest him. Detective 
Christopher Shipley said BART 
police interviewed the couple, the 
aunt, and the suspect in the sub¬ 
sequent investigation before send¬ 
ing the report to the District At¬ 
torney’s office. 

He said Mohammed told 
BART police he was scared he 
would be attacked by the women 
in the area near the west exit ramp 
of the Ashby BART parking area. 
The hospital trip for head injuries 
took precedence over detention, 
Shipley added. 

In talking with the B.A.R., Ship- 
ley said he was working from mem¬ 


ory as he did not have the police re¬ 
port in front of him. He said he was 
given the preliminary investigation 
report from officers early Monday, 
June 18, reviewed it, and took it 
“straight to the district attorney.” 

Scott said she had been inter¬ 
viewed on KMEL radio, provok¬ 
ing numerous people to call in to 
offer support. 

Delucchi, the deputy district 
attorney, indicated there was con¬ 
currence on the description of the 
attack on Scott, but he hinted that 
the facts then became muddier. 

“That’s the bind I’m in,” said 
Delucchi. “If any information 
comes my way from people at the 
scene that can clarify things, if 
someone can tell me other than 
what I’m being told,” the case 
could be reopened. 

So far, he said, he’s received no 
statements from independent wit¬ 
nesses. 

Shipley, the investigator, said 
BART police told him the women 
had said Mohammed struck them 
with a Club car locking device, but 
none was recovered. 

CUAV view 

Community United Against 
Violence has taken very different 
view of the case. Jennifer Rakows- 
ki told the B.A.R.: “From our per¬ 
spective, there has been a com¬ 
plete mishandling of the case re¬ 
garding the police response and 
the D.A.’s willingness to investi¬ 
gate evidence. 

“We know private citizens took 
pictures of the assault, and maybe 
there’s BART camera footage. 
CUAV feels this is a top-priority 
case, and we’re working with the 
family and community to put 
pressure on the Berkeley [branch] 
district attorney and charge this as 
a hate crime. 

“So far, there is evidence of in¬ 
tent based on the suspect’s words; 
he was repeatedly screaming how 
he hated American dykes and les¬ 
bians ... The severity of the in¬ 
juries [to Scott] points toward it 
being treated as a hate crime case. 
We strongly encourage witnesses 
to come forward.” ▼

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Gay Muslims meet in SF, 
march in Pride Parade

|f or many participants in last 
ip weekends gay Pride festivi- 
I ties, simply showing up re¬ 
quired an act of courage, whether 
because of family ties or potential 
discrimination. But perhaps no 
marchers braved as much as those 
affiliated with the organization Al- 
Fatiha; the group consists of 
openly gay Muslims, a status pun¬ 
ishable by death in many of the 
countries from which they or their 
parents hail, and an identity that 
brings with it threats of violence 
and personal attacks on a daily 
basis. 

“I have to be very careful when 
1 travel,” explained Al-Fatiha 
founder Faisal Alam, who sees his 
organization’s mission as two¬ 
fold: helping LGBT Muslims rec¬ 
oncile their faith and sexuality, 
and assisting Islam in recognizing 
that there are indeed queers 
among them. 

LGBT people of faith have long 
marched in opposition to repre¬ 
sentatives from their respective re¬ 
ligions, but last weekend marked 
the first time that queer Muslims 
visibly marched in the Pride Pa¬ 
rade. 

“There have been groups orga¬ 
nized by nationality for a long 
time,” explained Alam, “but if you 
come out as gay, it’s expected that 
you will leave the ‘Muslim’ part of 
yourself behind.” 

Al-Fatiha, which began as an e- 
mail discussion group in 1997, is 
the only international gay Muslim 
support group in the world. It

now has nine chapters in North 
America and the United King¬ 
dom, and an alliance with over 
2,000 Muslims who have refused 
to believe that their sexual orien¬ 
tations are contradictory to pas¬ 
sages in the Quran that explicitly 
forbid homosexuality. 

Last week, members of the 
group converged in San Francisco 
not only to march but to hold the 
second North American confer¬ 
ence for LGBT Muslims and their 
friends. Workshops included 
strategies for addressing main¬ 
stream Muslims, issues facing 
Muslim women, sexual ethics for 
LGBT Muslims, and human rights 
in Islamic countries. Somewhat 
disturbingly, although Al-Fatiha 
openly condemns discrimination 
within the justice system and op¬ 
poses the death penalty as it re¬ 
lates to LGBT Muslims (“It is car¬ 


ried out with very little evidence,” 
explained Alam), it does not have 
a position on capital punishment. 

The group has members who 
have joined for social support, and 
others who have joined for activist 
reasons, which makes a uniform 
political stance difficult, according 
to one member who also works 
for the human rights organization 
Amnesty International. 

“But there is a growing move¬ 
ment from within the group to 
take a stand against it,” said Alam. 

Over 150 members of Al-Fati- 
ha were in the city under the mis¬ 
sion to reclaim their faith and re¬ 
ignite their spirit, despite the calls 
for their execution in various re¬ 
gions around the world. Muslim 
is, in fact, more important to most 
of the members than their homo¬ 
sexuality, and they remain fiercely 
loyal to the faith, regardless of 
how it may treat them: the white 
men who visit the group’s on-line 
message board in their fetish-dri¬ 
ven attempts to get lucky get 
nowhere, and a Muslim-born Jew 
looking for community was con¬ 
demned on-line as a “loser” for 
converting. 

But throughout all the strug¬ 
gles of sex and religion that can 
sometimes get messy, Al-Fatiha’s 
members are determined to prove 
that “gay” and “Muslim” are not 
contradictions. 

As one member said, “I have 
come to believe that my being gay 
is not the biggest sin in Islam.” V

Carmichael sentencing set for Friday

6 ay, HIV-positive .prison 
rights activist Brian 
Carmichael, who has been in 
the Santa Clara County jail since 
his arrest last September and his 
subsequent conviction on a felony 
battery charge, faces a possible 
three-strikes sentence of 25 years 
to life this Friday, June 29 in San 
Jose. 

The case against Carmichael 
stems from an incident that oc¬ 
curred at San Jose International 
Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an air¬ 
plane. Police were waiting at the 
airport to talk to Carmichael, who 
while on the airplane in Dallas, 
got into an argument with a pas¬ 
senger who was occupying a seat 
Carmichael had been told was re¬ 
served for his severely ill brother. 



During a scuffle after Carmichael 
got off the plane, he fell on a po¬ 
lice officer, who reported that he 
suffered an injury as a result. 
Carmichael has raised questions 


as to whether the officer was in¬ 
jured during the scuffle, and 
maintains that if the officer was 
injured at all, it was a result of try¬ 
ing to carry a wheelchair police 
had placed Carmichael in after he 
was detained and officers were 
taking him to Valley Medical Cen¬ 
ter for a drug test, which 
Carmichael passed. 

Carmichael has been strug¬ 
gling to fight his January convic¬ 
tion in Santa Clara County Supe¬ 
rior Court, but Judge Alden E. 
Danner is expected to pass judg¬ 
ment and sentencing this Friday. 
During court appearances over 
the last several months, 
Carmichael has attempted to get 
the judge to reduce the felony 
conviction to a misdemeanor, 
which Danner can do, but only at 
the time of sentencing. Danner 
has not given an indication of

“GLSEN stands by the efforts 
that youth are making across this 
country to eliminate bias against 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender persons in K-12 schools,” 
said Executive Director Kevin Jen¬ 
nings. “As a community-based or¬ 
ganization, GLSEN and its chap¬ 
ters have found strength when 
working together, whether it’s 
teachers, administrators, parents, 
taxpayers, or especially, students.” 

GLSEN is the largest national 
organization working to end anti¬ 
gay bias in schools. Established na¬ 
tionally in 1995, it has become a 
leading voice for equality and safe¬ 
ty in schools. T 


O n a typical day in the South 
of Market District, one can 
watch the distinct shift in 
the faces of heterosexual tourists 
as they pass by what they think is 
going to be a store for stuffed an¬ 
imals, only to find themselves in 
the land of fetish gear. 

The Bear Store, at 367 9th 
Street, has served this purpose 
well, but has also provided an in¬ 
valuable resource to the commu¬ 
nity with its sale of bear culture 
paraphernalia and products from 
its corporate parent Brush Creek 
Media. But the window displays 
haven’t changed much lately, and 
no customers have walked 
through the company’s doors in 
more than a week. 

“Warning,” reads a sign posted 
outside the gateway to gay male 
wilderness, “this property has 
been seized for nonpayment of in¬ 
ternal revenue taxes.” 

The posting is signed by the 
United States government, and 
IRS agents shamelessly descended 
upon the store to close its doors 
last Wednesday, June 20, just days 
before the largest LGBT Pride cel¬ 
ebration in the city’s history. 

The IRS would not comment 
on its closure of Brush Creek 
Media’s Bear Store, but public 
records indicate that the shop’s 
troubles seem to have started re¬ 
cently, with the first federal tax 
lien issued on January 31,2001. At 
that time, the company owed 
$35,257, according to records. By 
the time another lien was issued 
on May 31, that balance had 
climbed to $54,028. 

Optimistic rumors circulating

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Scouting still isn’t for all 


I t was one year ago today - June 28,2000 
- that the U.S. Supreme Court issued its 
decision in Boy Scouts of America v. Dale, 
which allows the youth organization to 
freely discriminate against gay troop leaders. 
The Scouts also actively work to keep gay 
youth out of scouting, citing their vaguely 
defined “morally straight” code. Gays can be 
just as “morally straight” as anyone else. 

The national Boy Scouts leadership has 
sullied the reputation of this youth organi¬ 
zation by upholding the anti-gay rhetoric of 
the far right. It used to be that just about 
everyone loved the Boy Scouts; not any¬ 
more. In the 12 months since the high 
court’s ruling, more and more people - gay 
and straight - have taken exception to the 
anti-gay policies espoused by the Boy 
Scouts. Some parents have pulled their boys 
out of scouting, preferring to enroll them in 
the Camp Fire program, which does not dis¬ 
criminate. Today the anti-gay policies of the 
organization are front and center, which is 
where they should be; everyone must know 
that the discrimination endorsed by this 
group is wrong and needs to be eliminated. 

Far from settling the matter, last year’s 5- 
4 decision has resulted in an unprecedented 
backlash against the organization and wide¬ 
spread calls for the Boy Scouts of America to 
overturn its discriminatory policy. Numer¬ 
ous corporate donors have dropped finan¬ 
cial support for the Boy Scouts. Numerous 
schools and religious denominations have 
prohibited the Scouts from meeting on their 
property, citing non-discrimination laws 
with which these entities must comply that 
prohibit groups with discriminatory policies 
from using their facilities. Of course, the re¬ 
cent amendment to the president’s educa¬ 
tion bill by Senator Jesse Helms that would 
withhold money from school districts that 
refuse to allow the Boy Scouts to meet only 
adds to the anti-gay rhetoric, and may mean 
that some school districts would have to vi¬ 
olate their own anti-discrimination laws or 
face losing much-needed federal funds. 

The group Scouting for All, which start¬ 
ed well before the Supreme Court ruling, 
has become much more visible, thanks to 


demonstrations it has led at the national 
Boy Scouts headquarters in Texas and a doc¬ 
umentary film, Scout’s Honor, that aired this 
month on PBS and has been shown 
at film festivals. Others involved in 
scouting have also been working 
from within to get the anti-gay 
policy changed. Councils in sev¬ 
eral cities and counties, including 
Los Angeles, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Minneapolis, San 
Francisco, and, even that bastion 
of conservatism, Orange 
County, have petitioned the 
national organization to drop 
the ban. 

James Dale, the gay troop leader who was 
booted from the Boy Scouts after it was 
learned he is gay, has continued speaking 
out on the ban. “The Scouts may have won 
at the Supreme Court, but their victory is 
being overturned in the court of public 


opinion,” Dale has said. 

The Boy Scouts of America has an op¬ 
portunity to do the right thing and drop its 
unfair anti-gay ban on leaders and mem¬ 
bers. Thousands of gay youth could 
potentially benefit by participating in 
scouting, which teaches many valu¬ 
able skills. Unfortunately, by holding 
on to its anti-gay policy, the Scouts are 
sending the wrong message to youth - 
gay and straight - by sanctioning ha- 
^ tred and discrimination. 

Corporations should con¬ 
tinue to withhold financial sup¬ 
port from the Scouts. Fair- 
minded individuals and politi¬ 
cians should continue to speak out against the 
ban. The Boy Scouts of America turned this 
issue into a national one with its stubborn re¬ 
fusal to free itself from discriminatory prac¬ 
tices; and it can end the controversy by abol¬ 
ishing its ban against gays. ▼ 




It’s a small world

O nce I lived in a small apartment with 
thin walls. The neighbors on the 
other side of my living room wall ar¬ 
gued a lot and one of them was an accom¬ 
plished dish thrower. Many times I ducked 
when sitting in the living room as a dish 
crashed against the wall behind my head. 
The lesson to be learned? We live in a small 
world and the pain of others can directly af¬ 
fect our own serenity and safety. 

In May, Lambda Letters Project issued 24 
e-mail alerts urging people to send e-mail 
messages to legislators in support of bills 
being tracked by Lambda Letters. Less than 
half of the alerts were on bills pertaining to 
HIV/AIDS or lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans¬ 
gender rights. Lambda Letters’ Web site 
(www.lambdaletters.org) lists 73 bills that 
the project is tracking. We have actively sup¬ 
ported many of the listed bills. However, 
barely a third of the bills relate to HIV/AIDS 
or LGBT rights. 

Periodically, I receive complaints from 
people who think Lambda Letters is “wast¬ 
ing too much time on issues that don’t relate 
to our community.” I think it’s time to dis¬ 
cuss that issue again. 

Why does Lambda Letters spend so 
much time on women’s issues and issues of 
concern to people of color? There are sever¬ 
al reasons. The bills of importance to those 
groups have a direct effect on the health and 
well-being of women and minorities. And 
the welfare of others can have a direct effect 
on the lives of people in the LGBT commu¬ 
nity. For example, assuring that immigrants 
get a good education, including a quality 
college education (at California’s public col¬ 
leges and universities if necessary), means 
that more of them will become highly paid 
professionals and fewer will end up as low 
paid agricultural workers or waiters and 


waitresses. High paid workers pay more 
taxes and that means more money will be 
available to fight AIDS and to offer domes¬ 
tic partner benefits to state and local gov¬ 
ernment employees. 

Obviously, many in the LGBT commu¬ 
nity are women or minorities. They may be 
queer and care about queer issues, but they 
also care about issues that affect them as 
women and minorities. Lambda Letters 
needs all the help it can get to assure the 
needs of the LGBT community are met 
by our elected officials. If working on 
women’s and minority issues brings 
in more loyal supporters, then that’s 
a good way of meeting our respon¬ 
sibility to the LGBT community. 

Another fundamental answer is 
that there are simply fewer 
HIV/AIDS and LGBT 
bills in the Legislature 
than there are on 
women’s issues and issues 
of concern to people of color. That results 
from at least two factors. First of all, there 
are only four out queer legislators in our 
Legislature. There are 23 Latino/Latina leg¬ 
islators, six African American legislators, 
and 33 women legislators. They naturally 
introduce legislation of interest to their 
communities. For Lambda Letters to sup¬ 
port more LGBT bills there need to be more 
bills on those subjects introduced. And that 
probably requires the election of more 
LGBT people to the state Legislature. 

These numbers-also indicate another 
reason to support bills of concern to women 
and people of color. It takes 41 votes for a 
bill to pass in the Assembly and 21 votes in 
the Senate. Obviously we need help from 
straight allies in the Legislature. It’s reason¬ 
able to expect they would want us to sup¬ 
port their bills in return for their support of 
our bills. 

That same reasoning applies to support 


from outside the Legislature as well. In Feb¬ 
ruary we reached the last day on which bills 
could be introduced. We still had not found 
a legislator willing to introduce our bill to 
ban discrimination against transgendered 
people, in spite of the fact that Lambda Let¬ 
ters and the California Alliance For Pride 
and Equality had been working hard to get 
it introduced. I called several lobbying 
groups asking them to call legislators urg¬ 
ing them to introduce the bill. The lobbyist 
of the Mexican American Legal Defense and 
Education Fund was one of those who did 
call. Our bill was introduced and her call 
may have been part of the reason 
it was. I am sure that our years of 
support of the bills of impor¬ 
tance to Latinos and Latinas 
helped persuade her to make 
the calls. 

A second reason for 
the lower number of 
HIV/AIDS and LGBT 
bills is that, despite our community’s repu¬ 
tation as a formidable political force, we ac¬ 
tually have relatively little political clout in 
Sacramento and on political affairs in gen¬ 
eral. That fact is illustrated by our loss last 
year on Proposition 22 (the anti-gay mar¬ 
riage initiative) and the fact that the gover¬ 
nor signed only one gay rights bill last year. 
That was a minor bill that protected queer 
people’s right to serve on juries. Governor 
Davis vetoed all the other queer rights bills 
that reached his desk last year. 

In the end, all the bills Lambda Letters 
supports are important. Some of them don’t 
relate specifically to LGBT issues or 
HIV/AIDS, but they do affect the lives of 
many women and people of color. We do 
live in a small world. The suffering of others 
does affect the safety and serenity of all our 
lives. It is important to vigorously support 
legislation in all of the areas addressed by 
Lambda Letters. ▼ 
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Too many gaps in parade 

In a general way, San Francisco is considered by the 
majority of Americans as the gayest city anywhere. 
Perhaps this is true. There certainly are lots of gays 
and lesbians here and we should be rightly proud of 
that. 

But I saw a sad thing on Pride day; if were so gay- 
rich and seem to take pride in it and show it off for 
all the world to see, why was this year’s parade so dis¬ 
astrously slow and gap-filled? It’s estimated that there 
were a million spectators lining the parade route. Like 
never before (in my experience, anyway), there was an 
incredible energy and buzz in the crowd; everyone 
was friendly, cordial, and were waiting, wanting to 
have a great time and enjoy the show. How sad that 
the expectation and excitement turned to frustration 
and anger due to the enormous gaps between contin¬ 
gents in the parade. 

If we’re the center of the gay universe, it seems we 
should do a better job. I can’t even begin to estimate 
how many instances I saw and heard of people getting 
fed up with the waiting and leaving. The parade com¬ 
mittee should be very apologetic to the public - a 
public that wanted to be part of a huge, well-oiled 
event and was willing to give a deal of leeway to the 
parade and its organizers, but was, in essence, slapped 
in the face by what seemed to be an overweening de¬ 
sire to be on Channel 20’s camera. Yes, being telecast 
is important and we need to get every moment of ex¬ 
posure into the American household; equally (if not 
more) important are the people who cared 
and were interested enough about the 
event to get to the parade, despite the dif¬ 
ficulty with traffic jams and parking. A 
perfect example of how ill-informed and 
ignorant the parade committee seems to 
be is the rule (theirs? the city’s?) that, 
even one half hour before the parade 
begins, there are woefully few street 
crossing areas along the parade route 
(these are generally at subway stations). 

With 1 million people lining a street, some other bet¬ 
ter solution should be found. An example of the in¬ 
adequate preparations for something like this is hav¬ 
ing one (poor, harried) volunteer who is expected to 
man an entire city block and prevent people from 
jumping or moving barricades in order to cross. Even 
the police were unable to deal effectively with the 
problem - a problem that really was unnecessary, if 
only the committee had included more crossing 
points'. 

Granted, planning such an event is no easy task 
and it’s evident that the committee did a good job of 
putting this year’s event together, but it fell far short of 
being the kind of spectacle that would be expected of 
our uber-gay town. It almost seemed as if the plan¬ 
ners had forgotten about the people lining the route. 

As for the unforgivable gaps between contingents, 
could the committee explain why there was no better 
monitoring to ensure a smooth, less gap-filled pro¬ 
cession? We stood on Market Street from 10:30 a.m. 
until 1 p.m. and saw less than one-third of the parade! 
Typical of our experience was this: a contingent, a 10 
minute gap, a contingent, a 15 minute gap, two con¬ 
tingents and another 10 minute gap? Is this accept¬ 
able to the committee? Even my small Texas home¬ 
town was able to produce a more exciting parade. In 
addition, so does Sydney. So does New York, L.A., 
Chicago, Toronto, and Houston. Saddest of all was the 
fact that a medical emergency in our area provided 
much more engaging activity than the parade. If the 
planners are so enamored of having a television cam¬ 
era capture the whole event, then hold the parade in 
a studio and let the contingents pass by and then edit 
out the embarrassing gaps - that would show sensi¬ 
tivity and concern for the television viewers (a ridicu¬ 
lous suggestion). But if they insist on gathering peo¬ 
ple along a street to watch, then a much better show¬ 
ing is expected than the travesty we were subjected to 
this past Pride day. After all, why are you throwing a 
parade in the first place - for television? For your own 
satisfaction? How about because you have a duty to 
the gathered throngs - a duty to make the parade bet¬ 
ter next time. 


come an outdoor trade show hawking alcohol and 
rainbow trinkets. Seniors are effectively shut out 
through insensitivity to their needs and personal con¬ 
tribution to the gay rights struggle. They are living 
with disabilities now, with some in wheelchairs. To¬ 
kenism is the hallmark of the current parade and cel¬ 
ebration managed by people making a living and pro¬ 
ducing a obscene “Super Bowl” that is no different 
than a football championship. Individuals who do not 
march observe from the sidewalk just as any other 
tourist might do. 

Marching in the parade used to mean something, 
now we are simply fodder for a commercial and ex¬ 
ploitative mega operation. It is time to shut the mon¬ 
ster down and return to the simpler and more per¬ 
sonal gathering of gay men and lesbians coming to¬ 
gether as a community not as a commodity to be ex¬ 
ploited. 

At one time we rubber-stamped our currency with 
the words “gay money,” now the program resembles a 
telephone book and the straight newspapers as well 
as the B.A.R. stand to make money from the advertis¬ 
ing that exploits us. Yes, I am angry and disappointed 
that our struggle has culminated in this obscene mega 
production.known as Pride weekend. Even the gay 
band has been sandwiched in the middle of the pa¬ 
rade rather than leading off right behind the motor¬ 
cycles of the “Dykes on Bikes” or as it is officially 
known, the Women’s Motorcycle Contingent, which 
was originally designed to clear the street and has now 
become another San Francisco curiosity like the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence. It is time 
j to boycott this commercial exploitation 
and the people and corporations that care 
not for our health, welfare, or freedom 
but care only for our money. It is out of 
control.

Pot study as ‘junk science’ 

The results of Dr. Murray Mittleman’s study link¬ 
ing marijuana and heart attacks are hardly newswor¬ 
thy [“Pot raises heart attack risk, study says,” June 14]. 
The flaws are readily apparent to anyone with a basic 
understanding of research methods. The sample size 
is statistically insignificant, no casual relationship has 
been established, and the study itself has never been 
replicated. Out of 3,882 patients who had heart at¬ 
tacks, 124 were current cannabis smokers and nine 
had smoked within an hour of their heart attack. 
Based on this minuscule, self-selected sample, Dr. 
Mittleman concludes that the risk of a heart attack is 
4.8 times higher after smoking cannabis. Assuming 
the Dr. Mittleman’s conclusions are accurate, the fact 
that heart attack risk for an otherwise healthy 50-year- 


old man is about 10 in 1 million highlights the sensa¬ 
tionalism of the widespread publicity the study is re¬ 
ceiving. Such junk science is routinely funded by the 
United States government and well-publicized. Mil¬ 
lions have been spent trying to find harm in a rela¬ 
tively harmless plant. Regardless of whether or not the 
study in question is ever replicated and subjected to 
peer review, the results will no doubt be repeated by 
drug warriors for decades. 

The goal of a “drug-free” America that so many 
politicians claim to be working toward applies only to 
certain drugs. Specifically, natural drugs that cannot 
be patented by the pharmaceutical industry, one of 
Washington’s most powerful lobbies and a primary 
funder of the Partnership for a Drug-Free America. 
New lifestyle drugs are routinely granted fast-track 
government approval by the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration, while marijuana, which has been used med¬ 
icinally for thousands of years, allegedly requires fur¬ 
ther research. Despite a relatively brief period on the 
market, the blatantly recreational drug Viagra has al¬ 
ready killed more people than marijuana, a relatively 
harmless drug compared to toxic alcohol and highly 
addictive tobacco. Nationwide, cancer and AIDS pa¬ 
tients are being locked up at taxpayers’ expense for 
using medical marijuana, while 2-year-olds are pre¬ 
scribed Ritalin. So much for protecting the children 
from drugs. One need only follow the money trail to 
find out why a given policy exists.

Dalai Lama revisited 

This is to correct several errors in Robert V. Wood’s 
reply [Mailstrom, June 7] to “The Dalai Lama: An up¬ 
date” [Guest Opinion, May 24]. 

First, the Dalai Lama consistently and correctly 
refers to the Buddha as the historical reference for all 
Buddhists. Therefore, in our 1997 meeting with him, 
it was indeed necessary to ask him where and when 
the Buddha himself is reported to have given the con¬ 
troversial teachings on “wrong partners and organs” 
for sexual expression.

The Dalai Lama is not a Buddhist pope and cer¬ 
tainly carries no “Dalai infallibility,” - thank Buddha! 
He is also not the head of the Yellow Hat Sect, as 
Woods asserts. He is in fact not the spiritual head of 
any one Tibetan sect, per se, though a member of the 
Yellow Hats or Gelugs. Ganden Tri Rinpoche is the of¬ 
ficial spiritual head of the Gelugs.

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Davis winning the 
energy crisis PR battle

C alifornia’s long hot summer 
is still before us and there 
will very likely be days of 
rolling blackouts and possibly 
even higher electricity bills before 
the summer is over, but despite 
what some refer to as “inaction” 
by Governor Gray Davis and oth¬ 
ers for being too cautious, Davis, 
in particular, might just be turn¬ 
ing the corner on the crisis, which 
he did not create. 

Indeed, despite the criticism of 
former Governor Pete Wilson 
that Davis’s “inaction allowed a 
problem to become a crisis,” it was, 
of course, Wilson and his Public 
Utilities Commission appointees, 
backed by the Legislature - a Re¬ 
publican Assembly and a Democ¬ 
ratic Senate - that enacted the mis¬ 
guided deregulation system five 
years ago that eventually resulted 
in the current energy mess. 

Back in 1996, Wilson and the 
Legislature blindly passed the bill 
that created the fatally flawed sys¬ 
tem of pricing electricity power. 
That legislation, dreamed 
up in large part with the 
help of state Senator 
Steve Peace (D-El 
Cajon), was written 
largely by lobbyists for 
affected interest 
groups and then pre¬ 
sented to the 
Legislature 
where it Was 
quickly passed 
without a single dissenting vote 
even though few, if any, lawmak¬ 
ers even dreamed of its future 
ramifications. As the Sacramento 
Bee put it recently, the 1996 vote 
by the Legislature “was a huge fail¬ 
ure of the legislative process, vir¬ 
tually a dereliction of duty, and 
those who participated have been 
doing some fancy explaining ever 
since.” 

Little wonder then that the 
current Legislature is nervous as 
hell about approving the latest 
plan that Davis has worked out 
with Southern California Edison 
to keep that utility from joining 
PG&E in bankruptcy. From the 
beginning, Davis has consistently 
asked for price controls. Though 
the Bush administration, includ¬ 
ing George W. Bush himself and 
the other millionaire energy allies 
including, but not limited to Dick 
Cheney, have resisted any kind of 
price controls, the recent move by 
federal regulators to enact broad 
electricity price controls in the 
West has at least temporarily re¬ 
lieved much of the growing polit¬ 
ical pressure on Davis. 

Indeed, satisfied that the Fed¬ 
eral Energy Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion has finally taken “a giant step 
forward” in curbing California 
energy prices, Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein, one of the leading propo¬ 
nents for price controls, withdrew 
her legislation to enact price caps 
on wholesale electricity through¬ 
out the entire West. Although a 
hard-hitting GOP-sponsored TV 
ad that has run in California the 
past two weeks blamed Davis for 
“failing to act quickly when the 
crisis first emerged,” FERC com¬ 
missioners were ordered to a hear¬ 
ing by Senator Joseph Lieber- 
man (D-Connecticut), the new 
Democratic chair of the Govern¬ 
mental Affairs Committee, to de¬ 
termine if the commission has 
lived up to its legal obligations to 


ensure “just and reasonable” elec¬ 
tricity prices in California. 

The commission then promptly 
called a meeting last week and took 
stronger action - it expanded exist¬ 
ing electricity price controls around 
the clock to 11 Western 
states. Under the com¬ 
mission’s plan, ceiling 
prices will be set that 
suppliers can exceed 
only as long as they 
provide justification 
for the higher price. 

The Bush White 
House, which 
has long op¬ 
posed any 
form of price 
controls (not wanting to appear 
weak to their Texas oil backers) 
moved quickly to adjust to this po¬ 
litical reality, promptly putting out 
a statement that read, “to the de¬ 
gree that this is a market-based 
program, this is in keeping with 
what the president has said, and 
the president is pleased to be able 
to help California in that manner; 
it does not, however, change the 
president’s fundamental view that 
a separate economic matter, which 
would be price controls, would not 
be productive.” 

So, while Davis, having inherit¬ 
ed the energy mess in the first 
place, might have moved a bit 
more swiftly rather than allowing 
the out-of-state power companies 
to take advantage of the flawed sys¬ 
tem in gouging Californians for 
billions as the feds merely watched, 
he has stepped up to the plate and 
the guy is beginning to look good - 
or at least better - in the crisis.

Sunday’s huge Pride Parade 
was one of the best ever and the 
committee that worked so hard to 
pull it off deserves high praise - 
well done. Politicos riding in the 
parade were greeted well and the 
loudest ovations went to grand 
marshal Mark Leno, grand mar¬ 
shal Carole Migden, Board of 
Supes Prez Tom Ammiano, Trea¬ 
surer Susan Leal, Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom, Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, and Police Com¬ 
missioner/city attorney candidate 
Dennis Herrera. 

How not to make new friends 
and lose those you already have: 
First, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden turns on longtime loyal 
sup]3orter/friend Mark Leno by 
endorsing his opponent in next 
year’s Assembly primary (and 
turns off many of her own sup¬ 
porters in the process) and then 
on Sunday, Migden has one of As¬ 


semblyman Kevin Shelley’s De¬ 
mocratic primary opponents for 
secretary of state ride with her in 
the parade. Go figure. Further, 
Migden snubbed Saturday night’s 
big HRC dinner and Sunday 
morning’s annual Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club pre-pa¬ 
rade breakfast, where an obvious¬ 
ly embarrassed aide filled in for 
her “explaining” that Migden “was 
up till three this morning passing 
the budget,” a ruse that brought 
snickers from the crowd since 
everyone in the room knew that 
the budget was passed early Satur¬ 
day morning (by the way, Shelley, 
the Assembly majority leader, 
made it to both events). 

Incidentally, a new statewide 
poll reportedly has Kevin Shelley 
rising to second place, slightly be¬ 
hind March Fong Eu, in the five- 
person race for the Demo nomi¬ 
nation for secretary of state in the 
March 2002 primary. 

And, a new poll by S.F.-based 
David Binder shows former state 
Insurance Commissioner John 
Garamendi well ahead in the race 
to become the Democratic nominee 
for his old job; state Senator Jackie 
Speier reportedly has decided 
against the race for the insurance 
post and no Republican candidates 
have yet announced in the race. 

The S.F.-based campaign/PR 
firm of Barnes, Mosher, White¬ 
hurst, Lauter & Partners has 
opened an office in Sacramento at 
1121 L Street, (916) 325-8600, with 
Mark Capitolo as director of state 
government relations for BMWL. 

Washington insiders say that 
San Francisco U.S. Attorney 
Robert Mueller definitely has the 
inside track to become the next 
director of the FBI. 

A couple of weeks ago this col¬ 
umn slammed California Attorney 
General Bill Lockyer for his outra¬ 
geous comments about an energy 
company executive deserving to go 
to prison and be placed in a cell 
with a “tough, tattooed” inmate 
where he would likely be raped; an 
idiotic comment by the state’s top 
cop. Well, Lockyer, apparently hav¬ 
ing had second thoughts about rape 
in prison, writes a letter apologizing 
for advocating that prison rape is 
proper punishment for criminals.

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Gay moms, healthy kids

- hildren are at the center of 
the culture war over the 
place of gays in American 
life. A new review of two decades’ 
worth of studies on children 
raised by same-sex couples 
gives some ammunition to 
both sides, especially to gay 
parents, but the battle is 
far from over. 

Anxiety about poten¬ 
tial child molestation and 
about what effect gays might 
have on children’s sex¬ 
uality and general de¬ 
velopment drives sev¬ 
eral present-day con¬ 
troversies. It is surely behind the 
Boy Scouts’ policy barring openly 
gay scoutmasters. It is behind the 
effort of some public schools to bar 
gay-straight student clubs and the 
resistance to a “diversity” curricu¬ 
lum promoting tolerance of gays. It 
is also part of the justification for 
prohibiting same-sex marriage: 
Marriage is for raising children, the 
argument goes, and we know gays 
just can’t do that. 

Three states - Arizona, Florida, 
and Utah - explicitly forbid adop¬ 
tions by homosexuals. A larger 
number of states presume against 
child custody and adoption by 
gays. A possible basis for these 
laws is that gays are not fit parents 
or aren’t as likely as straights to be 
fit parents; it’s generally just not in 
the best interests of children to be 
raised by gays. But is this best-in¬ 
terests justification a mere pretext 
for anti-gay animus? 

Two sociologists at the Universi¬ 
ty of Southern California, Timothy 
Biblarz and Judith Stacey, recently 
analyzed the available research on 
children raised by gay couples. In 
general, they found that children 
raised by gay couples are somewhat 
different from those raised in tradi¬ 
tional, opposite-sex households. But 
overall, they turn out just fine. 

There is good news for gay par¬ 
ents raising kids. According to 


Biblarz, “Children brought up by 
lesbians and gay men are well ad¬ 
justed, have good levels of self-es¬ 
teem, [and] are as likely to have 
high educational attainments as 
children raised in traditional het¬ 
erosexual families.” There is ap¬ 
parently no difference in the chil¬ 
dren’s mental health, including 
the incidence of anxiety and 
depression. 

In fact, children 
raised by gay women 
have advantages over chil¬ 
dren raised in opposite-sex 
homes. Co-mothers, the re¬ 
searchers found, are 
typically more in¬ 
volved in their chil¬ 
dren’s lives and are 
more nurturing than heterosexu¬ 
al parents. Two gay mothers also 
tend to be more in agreement on 
approaches to parenting. 


However, children raised by 
same-sex parents are not exactly 
like their peers in traditional fam¬ 
ilies. Some of those differences are 
arguably for the better. Teenage 
boys with gay parents were more 
sexually restrained, less aggressive, 
and more nurturing. Girls raised 
by gay women aspire to occupa¬ 
tions not considered traditionally 
female. They also act and dress in 
less stereotypically feminine ways. 

One study reviewed by Biblarz 
and Stacey found that young 
adults raised by gay women were 
more likely to engage in same-sex 
activity (but no more likely to 
identify as gay). This will be fod¬ 
der for religious conservatives op¬ 
posed to gay parenting. 

However, there are two prob¬ 
lems with the conclusion that 
children raised in gay households 
are more likely to have same-sex 
experiences. The first is that the 
study relied on self-reporting. It 
seems likely that children raised 


by gay parents feel less shame 
about same-sex sexual activity 
and are therefore more likely to 
report it when it occurs. That does 
not tell us much about whether 
they are actually experimenting 
more with gay sex than children 
raised in heterosexual families. 
The other problem is that the 
sample size was extremely small, 
involving only 25 interviewees for 
the gay households and 20 for the 
straight households. 

So despite headlines claiming 
that researchers had found “differ¬ 
ences” in gay-raised children and 
that they were challenging politi¬ 
cally correct social science favor¬ 
able to gay parents, the news is 
generally good. 

But we can’t be too sanguine 
about what is still really debatable 
and inconclusive evidence on gay 
parenting. The studies reviewed 


by Biblarz and Stacey have been 
characterized by small sample 
sizes, nonrandom canvassing of 
subjects, and short time series. 
Nearly all have involved gay fe¬ 
male, rather than gay male, par¬ 
ents. Some have argued that the 
studies are tainted by possible re¬ 
searcher bias, although there is no 
hard evidence for this. At the very 
least, all studies agree that there is 
certainly some stress visited on the 
children of gay households be¬ 
cause of teasing by other children. 

The truth is, we still can’t be 
certain what effect gay parents 
have on the development of their 
children. We have a pretty good 
idea, but not yet enough to con¬ 
vince the skeptics. ▼

lip, and chipped teeth. He de¬ 
clined a trip to the emergency 
room because one of the helpers 
is a nurse and found that his jaw 
was not broken. 

According to the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department report, 
Sepas told a police officer he ig¬ 
nored the group’s verbal assault at 
first, but then confronted them 


when they began throwing equip¬ 
ment down the hill from above 
the triangle. 

Among the items being thrown 
were the Christmas lights used to 
illuminate the triangle at night, 
Carney said. 

He said the incident started 
after the attacked apparently be¬ 
came enraged while reading 
signs explaining the pink trian¬ 
gle. The symbol was used by the 
Nazis to label and target homo¬ 
sexuals and lesbians during 


World War II. Today it is often 
used to commemorate the dan¬ 
gers LGBT people face, and to 
encourage solidarity against 
threats. 

“This guy read the signs and 
then started yelling ‘Faggots 
should be labeled, they should be 
shamed,”’ Carney said. 

“It’s ironic,” he said. “It shows 
the same kind of thing that exist¬ 
ed in the 1940s exists today. But 
little did we know it would hap¬

’ll freely admit it: I’m tired. 

| After two days chock full of 
i parties and marches, I’m 
hardly in the condition to sit in 
front of a computer, let alone 
sound coherent. Nevertheless, I 
want to share with you one of the 
bigger issues when it comes to 
being transgendered: the bath¬ 
room problem. 

“What bathroom do you use?” 
is a question that nearly every 
transgender person has been 
asked time and time again. It’s on 
the lips of human resource direc¬ 
tors when a transgendered person 
walks into their office to discuss 
transition. It even appears, un¬ 
spoken, any time we walk toward 
those two doors in just about any 
public place. 

When we finally do walk into 
one or the other bathroom, things 
can turn ugly very quickly. Many 
transgendered people have faced 
arrest, humiliation, and violence 
simply because they had to pee. 
Indeed, the choice of bathrooms 
can be one of the biggest taboos 
that a gender-variant person 
has to handle and, in some 
cases, one of the bigger risks 
we can take. 

This issue cuts across 
boundaries: you don’t 
have to be transgender- 
identified to 
know what it’s 
like to be escort¬ 
ed out of a bath¬ 
room, or at least face those sur¬ 
prised looks from others in the 
potty. All it can take is a short 
haircut and masculine attire to be 
questioned in a ladies’ room. 

I’ve been lucky with such ac¬ 
commodations. While I’ve raised 
a quizzical eyebrow now and 
then, I’m sure, my presence in a 
women’s restroom has never been 
challenged. I also was able to 
avoid the issue at the workplace 
where I transitioned, as there was 
only a single stall available for 
everyone. 

I wonder what people must 
think we’re going to do in a bath¬ 
room. I tend to go in for one rea¬ 
son, and it isn’t the ambiance. 
Sometimes - just like anyone else 
- I simply need to use the facili¬ 
ties. And when those times arise - 
just like anyone else - I use the 
bathroom that seems most ap¬ 
propriate. 

I suppose all this concern over 
transgendered people using a par¬ 
ticular bathroom facility boils 
down to a desire for safety. People 
simply want to feel safe when they 
are at their most vulnerable, and 
they can feel pretty exposed with 
their pants around the ankles or 
their fly unzipped. Further, it 
doesn’t take a brilliant mind to 
figure out that because a person is 
transcending gender norms, ze is 
instantly perceived as a threat to a 
person’s security. 

But it can also be a safety issue 
for a transgendered person. As I 
said, there can be plenty of re¬ 
stroom situations that can turn 
unpleasant if a transgendered 
person walked in. So how can we 
provide for the comfort of all who 
opt for a particular bathroom? 
I’m not sure there is a good an¬ 
swer, though many have tried. 

Some wish to draw a line, and 
decide the point when a trans¬ 
gendered person can enter a par¬ 
ticular restroom. Some put it as- 
after genital surgery, while others 
point to the moment a transgen¬ 
dered individual takes to living in 
their preferred gender role on a 
full time basis. Still others feel 
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that it depends on the outward 
presentation (male or female) at 
the time. 

In a community with so many 
different identifications - and so 
many presentations - it can be 
difficult to pin down any arbi¬ 
trary dividing line. All of them fall 
apart under close scrutiny. Be¬ 
sides, one does not end up being 
“safe” in a bathroom simply be¬ 
cause of their appearance, sur¬ 
gical status, or living 
arrangements. 

What happens when 
you don’t - or don’t 
want to - match one of 
those two binary genders 
that are depicted on the 
doors? I simply 
do not know. 
Maybe one 
could flip a 
coin when approaching the re¬ 
strooms? On second thought, I 
doubt that would satisfy anyone 
involved. 

Single-use toilets seem to be a 
dying breed, and there are very 
few “gender neutral” bathrooms a 
la Ally McBeal. It may work for 
Hollywood, but I’ve yet to en¬ 
counter one in my own travels. 
I’m not even sure that many peo¬ 
ple are even ready for such, or 
would even know how to handle 
themselves in a mixed restroom. 

Some have tried to make spe¬ 
cial accommodations, even re¬ 
modeling unused and unlabeled 
bathrooms specifically for trans¬ 
gendered individuals. The Metro¬ 
politan Boston Transit Authority, 
for example, spent $8,000 refur¬ 
bishing a former porter’s closet 
into a private third bathroom. 
Many other workplaces have des¬ 
ignated separate facilities for their 
transgender workers, in an effort 
to make their non-transgendered 
employees comfortable while 
meeting the needs of the trans¬ 
gendered ones. 

To me, this reminds me a little 
too much of the “colored” bath¬ 
rooms of the South. Separate but 
equal didn’t work in that case, 
and I don’t see it working for 
transgendered people today. It 
can be hard enough to find a 
bathroom, without having to lo¬ 
cate that special one reserved for 
those who don’t fit someone’s 
idea of man and woman. 

I must admit though, it would 
be fun to watch the poor soul who 
isn’t transgendered, discovering 
that the only bathroom in their 
proximity is the one reserved for 
transgendered people. He or she

would probably burst before ven¬ 
turing into “the tranny zone.” 

Oh, and while I’m at it, I 
should probably mention that the 
San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission is doing a bit of re¬ 
search into bathrooms and gen¬ 
der-based harassment. If you have 
a story to share, please give Dylan 
Vade a shout, either at (415) 252- 
2529 or via e-mail at 
dylan_vade@ ci.sf.ca.us.

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Amnesty report 
spotlights the shadows 
of LGBT torture

"Coming midnight, they said, 'We 
want to show you something.' 

They took my clothes off and 
raped me. I remember being 
raped by two of them, and then I 
passed out." - Christine, lesbian

Frederick was arrested after an 
argument. According to testimo¬ 
ny, he was handcuffed and pinned 
to the wall. The arresting officer 
then allegedly pulled down Fred¬ 
erick's pants and sprayed cleaning 
fluid on a billy club before sodom¬ 
izing him with it.

T he three stories above are 
among many in a new re¬ 
port just released by 
Amnesty International, “Crimes 
of Hate, Conspiracy of Silence: 
Torture and Ill-Treatment Based 
on Sexual Identity.” 

The report documents torture

and ill-treatment in 30 countries, 
including the United States, 
Uganda, Pakistan, Argentina, and 
Russia. It details cases of LGBT 
people who were antagonized in 
custody, physically and sexually 
assaulted, subjected to medical or 
psychiatric treatment, and some¬ 
times forced to flee their home 
countries because of persecution 
based on sexual identity. 

Amnesty released its report at 
a press conference at the Hiram 
Johnson State Building in San 
Francisco last Friday, June 22, on 


the eve of Pride celebrations, seek¬ 
ing to “galvanize” LGBT commu¬ 
nities here and worldwide for at¬ 
tention and support. 

The event was hosted by San 
Francisco Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, who was unable to attend 
due to budget hearings in Sacra¬ 
mento. She sent her field repre¬ 
sentative, Kirsten Boyd. 

In a statement, Migden urged 
people to “speak out, and come 
out.” The assemblywoman spon¬ 
sored AB276, which doubles the 
amount of time people have to re¬ 
port hate crimes. The bill has 
passed the California Assembly 
and is under consideration in the 
Senate. 

There were simultaneous re¬ 
leases of Amnesty’s report in New 
York, Chicago, and Buenos Aires. 
Amnesty said “Crimes of Hate” 
was the first report of its kind is¬ 
sued by an international organiza¬ 
tion. 

Not in a vacuum 

“The offenses documented 
here do not happen in a vacuum,” 
said Michael Heflin, director for 
OUTfront, Amnesty’s program on 
LGBT human rights. “There’s a 
continued climate of global vio¬ 
lence and discrimination.” 
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United Nations 
holds AIDS session

A n atmosphere of apprehen¬ 
sion and behind-the-scenes 
turmoil permeated the 
opening of the United Nations 
General Assembly Special Session 
on HIV/AIDS. The three-day ses¬ 
sion, June 25-27, is known by the 
unfortunate acronym of UN- 
GASS. 

Its purpose is to focus world 
attention on the epidemic, craft 
structures to administer the $7-10 
billion annually that U.N. Secre¬ 
tary-General Kofi Annan has said 
is necessary to combat the plague, 
and dozens of other things de¬ 
pending on who you listen to. 

About 2,000 demonstrators 
marched through the streets of 
Manhattan on Saturday, June 23, 
to urge dramatic changes in con¬ 
fronting the global pandemic of 
AIDS. It was organized by the 
Health GAP Coalition, an interna¬ 
tional coalition of scores of orga¬ 
nizations. 

Rain disrupted the initial as¬ 
sembly for the march; it stopped 
for the duration of the march, but 
the skies opened up again with a 
series of torrential downpours just 
as they reached their destination 
of Bryant Park. The rally was 
shortened but no less lively. 

“Drop the debt 100 percent,” 
chanted the sodden crowd. Can¬ 
cellation of Africa’s international 
debt is a major point for one set of 
players where alliances may 
change from issue to issue. It 


would end the $250 million a 
week drain that those nations 
make in interest payments just to 
the International Monetary Fund. 

The theory is that this money 
could then be spent on health care 
for the people of those nations. 
Observers said that it is likely that 
some would, but the reality is that 
other portions would be dis¬ 
bursed in the same ways that the 
original debt was acquired, on the 
purchase of weapons, prestigious 
but inappropriate development 
projects, and be squirreled away 
into secret Swiss bank accounts. 

“This is the day when business 
as usual has to stop, at the U.N. 
and in the Western countries of 
the world,” said South African 
Mercy Makhalemele. “We call on 
the United States and other 
wealthy countries to invest multi¬ 
ple billions” to assist developing 
countries in building their health 
infrastructure to fight HIV. 

She compared it to the Mar¬ 
shall Plan that rebuilt the shat¬ 
tered landscape of post-World 
War II Europe. What she did not 
mention was the billions of dollars 
in aid that developed nations have 
given the developing world over 
the past decades. 

Many AIDS advocates are dis¬ 
mayed that this is the first time the 
U.N. has held a special session 
dealing with HIV, though it rou¬ 
tinely holds such special sessions 
on other topics. Part of the under¬ 
lying explanation why such a 
meeting has not occurred earlier 
was seen in the continuing dead¬ 


lock over language in documents 
that the UNGASS hopes to ap¬ 
prove. 

AIDS advocates have proposed 
what they see as a realistic ap¬ 
proach to dealing with issues of 
women’s rights, homosexuality, 
prostitution, and injection drug 
use. They are pushing for lan¬ 
guage that includes these groups 
as those at greatest risk for infec¬ 
tion and utilizes peer education a 
part of an overall prevention pro¬ 
gram. Much of their language is 
framed in terms of basic human 
rights. 

Some developing nations see 
this as Western cultural imperial¬ 
ism attempting to impose its val¬ 
ues upon them. Many Islamic na¬ 
tions and the Vatican have stead¬ 
fastly opposed including specific 
language on homosexuals, prosti¬ 
tutes, and drug users in the U.N. 
document as an attack upon the 
traditional family. 

The American delegation, 
which includes few AIDS advo¬ 
cates and many social conserva¬ 
tives, has vacillated during the ne¬ 
gotiations. Their concerns include 
not wanting to appear to confer 
special status on the stigmatized 
groups and wanting to blunt the 
call for treatment as opposed to 
care and prevention. 

The U.S. positions led the 
group Human Rights Watch and 
others to charge that the U.S. was 
attempting to “censor” the U.N. 
document and promote “the de¬ 
nial and discrimination that have 
helped spread the disease.” T 
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Court rulings fly in 
Rosenkrantz case

G ay prisoner Robert 
Rosenkrantz could be re¬ 
leased as soon as this week 
if the California Supreme Court 
lets a lower court order stand. 

Last Thursday, June 21, Los 
Angeles County Superior Court 
Judge Paul Gutman ordered 
Rosenkrantz’s immediate parole. 
The next day, the state appealed to 
the Court of Appeals but the 
three-judge panel refused to halt 
Rosenkrantz’s release. The state 
immediately appealed to the Cal¬ 
ifornia Supreme Court. Last Fri¬ 
day evening, June 22, the high 
court issued a stay of parole and 
gave Rosenkrantz’s lawyers until 
10 a.m. on Tuesday, June 26, to 
file opposing briefs. The Supreme 
Court could decide at any time 
whether to allow, or block, 
Rosenkrantz’s immediate parole. 

This is the second time the 
state Supreme Court has been 
asked to look at the Rosenkrantz 
case. Last year, the high court re¬ 
fused to overturn a decision by 
another Superior Court judge to 
release him. 

Rosenkrantz’s fight for parole 
has been tied up in the courts for 
two years. The state Attorney 
General’s office, under direction 
from Governor Gray Davis and 
his hand-picked parole board, has 
been fighting to keep Rosenkrantz 
locked up. Davis once vowed to 
block the parole of all convicted 
killers and has only allowed the 
release of one murderer since tak¬ 
ing office. 

In 1999, Los Angeles County 
Superior Court Judge Kathryn 
Stoltz first ordered Rosenkrantz 
paroled, ruling he had been un¬ 


fairly and illegally denied parole. 
Her decision was later strongly 
endorsed by the appeals court. 

On two separate occasions last 
year, Rosenkrantz was told to 
pack up his belongings and was 
processed for release but each 
time the state was successful in 
stopping parole at the last minute. 

This year, the state got the case 
reassigned to Gutman. State at¬ 
torneys had argued that Stoltz 
was biased in Rosenkrantz’s favor. 

Gutman’s 25-page ruling 
echoed much of Stoltz’s strongly 
worded rulings on the case. 

“There is a total absence of any 
evidence in the record supporting 
the governor’s opinion that peti¬ 
tioner represents a ‘continued 
' threat to the public,”’ Gutman 
wrote. “While the governor is en¬ 
titled to express his opinion, the 
opinion itself must be factually 
supported and it is not.” 

Gutman was sharply critical of 
Davis’s hard line on parole. 

“The governor’s no-parole 
policy is demonstrative of an ac¬ 
tual bias against an entire class of 
cases that the governor is charged 
with adjudicating,” wrote the 
judge. 

Rosenkrantz, 34, had just 
turned 18 and had graduated 
from high school in 1985 when he 
shot and killed his schoolmate, 
Steve Redman. A week before the 
shooting, Redman attacked 
Rosenkrantz, calling him and his 
friends “faggots,” and later outed 
him to his parents. Rosenkrantz 
bought an Uzi, approached Red¬ 
man outside his home near Mal¬ 
ibu, and threatened to shoot up 
his car if he did not come with 
him to his parents’ house to take 
back the outing. Rosenkrantz 
opened fire, shooting Redman 10 


times, after he said Redman re¬ 
fused to take back the outing and 
continued to call him a faggot. 

Rosenkrantz fled to Northern 
California, but he eventually 
turned himself in and was con¬ 
victed of second-degree murder. 
He has been by all accounts a 
model prisoner and has been eli¬ 
gible for parole since 1996. 

In his order blocking 
Rosenkrantz’s parole last October, 
Davis wrote that Rosenkrantz de¬ 
serves to spend more time in 
prison because of the callous na¬ 
ture of his crime. Although all 
prison evaluations strongly rec¬ 
ommended Rosenkrantz’s parole, 
Davis insisted Rosenkrantz re¬ 
mains a threat to society. 

Davis also wrote that 
Rosenkrantz is not sufficiently re¬ 
morseful for his crime. Ironically, 
the governor supported that be¬ 
lief by quoting Rosenkrantz out 
of context from a statement in 
which Rosenkrantz was express¬ 
ing his remorse. At his parole 
hearing last year, referring to Red¬ 
man’s initial attack on him, 
Rosenkrantz said: “He did a bad 
thing. I did a much worse thing 
that I will regret the rest of my 
life.” Davis excerpted the phrase 
“He did a bad thing” as an exam¬ 
ple of Rosenkrantz blaming his 
victim and not being remorseful. 

Larry Diamond, the assistant 
district attorney who prosecuted 
Rosenkrantz in 1986, said he dis¬ 
agreed with Rosenkrantz’s sup¬ 
porters who characterize Red¬ 
man’s attack on Rosenkrantz as a 
gay bashing. Diamond pointed 
out that Redman was joined in the 
confrontation by Rosenkrantz’s 
younger brother. Diamond said 
the fight had its roots in sibling ri- 
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Knoller’s lawyer takes aim at 
grand jury selection process

D efense attorneys in the fatal 
dog mauling of Diane 
Whipple are taking aim at 
the grand jury that indicted Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller and Robert Noel, the 
caretakers of the two dogs in¬ 
volved in the January 26 attack. 

At a hearing on Monday, June 
25, Knoller’s public defense 
lawyer, Jan Lecklikner, suggested 
that there may have been an “un¬ 
derrepresented class” of people 
who made up the grand jury. She 
demanded to know the process by 
which the jurors were selected and 
asked the judge to release tran¬ 
scripts of the jury selection 
process. Lecklikner added that it 
was important to the defense to 
know the race, gender, and sexual 
orientation of the panel so she 
could be assured it was balanced. 

In response to Lecklikner’s 
concern over the racial and sexual 
orientation makeup of the jurors, 
San Francisco Assistant District 
Attorney Jim Hammer said the 
transcripts would not indicate the 
race nor the sexual orientation of 
jurors since potential jurors would 
not be asked their race or sexual 
orientation in the selection 
process. 


Superior Court Judge James 
Warren ruled that “all proceedings 
by which the grand jury was se¬ 
lected” would have to be provided 
to the defense. Warren said that 
would include the handbook ju¬ 
rors were given and information 
about potential jurors who were 
rejected for the panel. Warren’s 
order excluded the release of the 
jurors’ names or other “personal 
data” that could lead to the identi¬ 
fication of individual jurors. 

In another matter, Warren gave 
Lecklikner until July 6 to file a 
motion to have the murder charge 
dismissed against Knoller on the 
grounds that there is insufficient 
evidence to prosecute her for 
murder. Knoller, who was with the 
dogs during the attack, is being 
charged with second-degree mur¬ 
der. Noel is being charged with in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Each also 
faces a charge of keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being. 

Hammer said Lecklikner’s mo¬ 
tion should be kept under seal 
since his response to why he be¬ 
lieves the murder charge is war¬ 
ranted would have to be under 
seal because it would bring up in¬ 
formation that was included in 
the sealed grand jury transcripts. 
In response, Lecklikner said it was 


her intention all along to seal her 
motion. 

Noel and Knoller have been in 
custody on a combined bail of $3 
million since their arrests follow¬ 
ing the grand jury indictment of 
the couple on March 27. The 
grand jury process sidestepped a 
preliminary hearing that would 
have made public more of the ev¬ 
idence in the case. Grand jury pro¬ 
ceedings are held in private. 

Monday’s hearing had far 
fewer observers than any of the 
previous hearings on the case. 
Aside from this writer, just one 
other reporter attended and he left 
before it was over. The only non¬ 
media observer was Janet 
Batchelder, the sister of Sharon 
Smith, Whipple’s partner of seven 
years. Batchelder said although 
she knew it wasn’t a major hear¬ 
ing on the case, she wanted to be 
there to show her support. 
Batchelder marched alongside 
Smith during Sunday’s Pride Pa¬ 
rade. 

Both Noel and Knoller were 
present for the hearing. They qui¬ 
etly chatted and passed notes 
throughout the proceeding. 
Knoller’s rapid weight loss since 
her arrest was dramatically evi¬ 
dent as she walked in and out of 
the courtroom. ▼

Several Falcon super- 
stars rode or marched alongside 
the float, handing out goodies to 
paradegoers. This reporter rode 
on the float, which celebrated the 
30th year of business for both Fal¬ 
con Studios, founded by the late 
Chuck Holmes, and the B.A.R., 
started by Bob Ross.

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Survival of the ‘un’ fittest

1 aybe I’m going to make it 
I after all. I have survived 11 
i years of HIV and never 
beyond my wildest dreams did I 
think I would reach the recent 
20th anniversary of AIDS, let 
alone 10th or 15th. Even though I 
have tried most of the available 
HIV drugs, my virus has become 
resistant to them, so they are inef¬ 
fective in stopping HIV reproduc¬ 
tion completely. However, even 
being resistant I’ve been fairly 
healthy despite high viral load and 
declining T-cells. So why have 1 
been able to thrive and survive de¬ 
spite having a heavily mutated 
virus? 

The answer may be just that - a 
heavily mutated virus, or even 
partially resistant virus may be a 
weaker virus, unable to reproduce 
as much as once suspected. Al¬ 
though the goal is to stop virus 
replication completely, there are 
those people that simply do not 
have that option, that have be¬ 
come resistant to every drug. If 
current research is confirmed, a 
weaker, less fit virus may just keep 
heavily treated folks healthy. 

It is not completely understood 
how people can stay healthy with 
a mangled, mutated virus, though 
there is mounting evidence show¬ 
ing people who have been on triple 
regimens who have detectable 
virus levels are able to maintain 
relatively stable T-cell levels and 
good clinical health. Dr. Steven 
Deeks from San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital has been following a 
cohort of heavily treated patients 
for several years and gathering im¬ 
portant information about a pop¬ 
ulation of people otherwise infre¬ 
quently studied. One of Deeks’s 
studies in a recent New England 
Journal of Medicine article showed 
that despite the presence of drug 
resistance, HIV drugs may provide 
a benefit in terms of stable T-cells, 
viral load, and further resistance. 
In other words, anti-HIV drugs 
may still be useful even in those 
who are have been on multi-drug 
therapy and are resistant. 

Earlier this year, Deeks pre¬ 
sented another important study at 
the retrovirus conference in 
Chicago. In this study, with so¬ 
phisticated viral fitness assays, 


Deeks showed that those patients 
who were resistant to protease in¬ 
hibitors had a less fit virus than 
those who were susceptible. With 
more studies we may find what 
has kept me surviving with a de¬ 
tectable viral load for over 
five years may partially be 
a weaker virus. 

These studies 
lead to the belief that 
resistant, replication- 
incompetent virus is 
weaker, or less fit; the 
virus is not doing the dam¬ 
age once thought. 

But if this is the 
case, how can 
physicians and 
patients tell how weak the virus is, 
even if it may not be resistant to 
antivirals? How can this news be 
translated to produce a clinical 
benefit? 

Deeks’s work has inspired Viro- 
logic, a diagnostic company in 



South San Francisco, to develop 
tests to understand and correlate 
reproduction capacity, or viral fit¬ 
ness. The company, now just under 
six years old, has grown as the de¬ 
mand for resistance testing has in¬ 
creased. Virologic has licensed the 
technology to look at the phe¬ 
notype of HIV. Rather 
than looking at the indi¬ 
vidual resistant genes 
and mapping like the. 
genotype test, (another 
resistance test) Virologic’s 
PhenoSense phenotype 
assay actually can 
determine which 
individual drugs 
will stop HIV 
replication in the laboratory. 
PhenoSense is an expensive test 
now covered by Medicaid in 13 
states including California and 
New York. Other third-party pay¬ 
ers are joining the bandwagon as 
physicians are seeing the value of 


the test in constructing regimens 
that will work for patients. 

Interestingly, the PhenoSense 
test led to the discovery of the new 
replication capacity or fitness 
assay by the company. A compli¬ 
cated process, the new test is a 
modification of the PhenoSense 
that uses a chemical which, in 
simple terms, produces light in 
the presence of HIV replication. 
The company discovered that in 
using this chemical a brighter 
light correlated to a fitter virus. 
Through modification of the 
PhenoSense the new test will 
eventually be standardized to 
show how able a virus is to repro¬ 
duce. Nick Heilman, vice presi¬ 
dent of clinical research at Viro¬ 
logic, told me that the new assay is 
being patented and will need to go 
through more research for valida¬ 
tion. But he seemed to think it 
would be more widely available in 
about a year. 


Looking back, I realize that ac¬ 
cording to the understood patho¬ 
genesis of HIV, I should have been 
dead long ago. All of us were led to 
believe as cocktail therapy became 
the rage, that an undetectable virus 
was needed to keep HIV in check. 
That over the years as the drugs 
failed, so did immune systems, and 
then people died. But it may now 
be that the drugs we have are use¬ 
ful enough despite resistance, along 
with some immune response. 

The news of resistant virus 
being less fit is good news for the 
thousands of people who are 
long-term survivors. And with few 
new drugs coming to the market 
this news is welcome as older 
drugs can be utilized to prolong 
and save lives despite a high viral 
load. Further w6rk needs to be 
done however to validate this en¬ 
couraging breakthrough in order 
to provide the utmost care in long 
term HIV patient management. ▼ 


AIDS housing subsidies 
fight for place in city budget

M oney that is essential to 
rental subsidies for people 
with AIDS was not allo¬ 
cated by Mayor Willie Brown in 
the city budget, according to local 
advocates and officials, resulting 
in the very real danger that 55 
units of housing for PWAs could 
soon be lost. 

The funding was requested by 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion in order to supplement funds 
for the PWA housing program. 
Although Ryan White CARE Act 
money and general city funds 
have traditionally supported the 
program, those funds have not in¬ 
creased with the rise in rental 
prices, according to SFAF policy 
director Dana Van Gorder, and an 
additional $366,000 is required in 
the city budget to prevent losing 
housing for people in need. 

“The cost of the program goes 
up every year as rents go up,” Van 


Gorder told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Last year we needed about 
$260,000 from the city in order to 
prevent us form losing about 34 
units of housing, and Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano took the lead on 
that one. This year we went to the 
mayor and asked that he find us 
an additional $360,000 in funds to 
prevent us from losing 55 units. 
We weren’t successful.” 

It is now up to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, say advocates, to cut 
unnecessary expenditures in the 
mayor’s budget in order to find 
the roughly $366,000 needed for 
the PWA housing program. Those 
cuts have been happening all 
week, and the subsequent add- 
back portion of the budget 
process will take place this after¬ 


noon (Thursday, June 28) and 
tonight, according to Supervisor 
Mark Leno, chair of the Board of 
Supervisors’ Finance Committee. 

“I am 100 percent committed 
to finding the subsidies for the 55 
units that SFAF no longer has,” 
Leno told the B.A.R. “The mayor 
hasn’t cut these funds, but they 
didn’t make it into his budget. I 
am supportive of finding that 
money, and we are in the process 
of cutting the budget as we speak, 
working with analysts who are ei¬ 
ther accepting or rejecting the rec¬ 
ommendations of those cuts.” 

Leno said that in addition to 
finding the money for housing for 
PWAs, the board intends to fund 
raises for doctors at San Francisco 
General Hospital, who are paid at 


20 percent below the national 
rate, and give raises to nonprofit 
contractors that work with the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health. As more city bud¬ 
get cuts take place, more money 
will be available to add-back in 
the form of assistance to those 
who request it. 

“We’ll be competing against 
some very worthy causes,” said 
Van Gorder, who noted that Rede¬ 
velopment Commissioner Mark 
Dunlop has also taken a leader¬ 
ship role in trying to secure PWA 
housing funds from his agency, al¬ 
though that has not been granted 
in the past. 

“At this point,” said Van 
Gorder, “the ball is in the supervi¬ 
sors’ court.” T

how he might proceed, though 
during Carmichael’s last court ap¬ 
pearance on May 18, he alluded to 
the many letters he has received 
on behalf of Carmichael. 

While Carmichael argued that 
the prosecution has failed to turn 
over some of the evidence - no¬ 
tably police tapes - Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney David Soares told 
the judge last month that accord¬ 
ing to his investigation, the San 
Jose Police Department had pro¬ 
vided all police tapes. Carmichael 
has argued that the tapes show the 


officer who was allegedly injured 
had, in fact, returned to the sta¬ 
tion after Carmichael was taken to 
Valley Medical Center and it was 
only after police at the hospital 
overheard comments about 
Carmichael’s HIV status that the 
officer went to the hospital. 

Soares previously told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Carmichael’s 
case is in no way about AIDS or 
AIDS-phobia. 

During both the San Jose and 
San Francisco Pride celebrations, 
activists have marched on behalf 
of Carmichael and handed out 
fliers claiming that Carmichael is 
being “railroaded” because of his 
HIV status. Initially, Carmichael

was told that he would be facing 
misdemeanor charges, but once 
police overheard him reveal his 
HIV status to the attending physi¬ 
cian, the charges were upgraded to 
felonies.

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Memorial marks life of 
pioneer gay bookstore 
owner Steve Lowell

T he life of Steve Lowell, a 
Buddhist practitioner who 
pioneered gay literature by 
opening the Paperback Traffic 
Bookstore in San Francisco in 
1972, was celebrated at the Hart¬ 
ford Street Zen Center last month. 

Friends placed a memorial 
cenotaph of black granite in the 
center’s garden. The stone, en¬ 
graved with gold leaf calligraphy, 
is carved with Lowell’s bodhisatt- 
va name “Highway of Compas¬ 
sion.” He received his name from 
his teacher, the Tibetan Buddhist 
meditation master Chogyam 
Trungpa Rinpoche. 

Along with partner Donn 
Tatum, Lowell opened the book¬ 
store on Castro Street. It was the 
first bookstore in the West to pro¬ 
mote the emerging field of gay lit¬ 
erature. 

Lowell came out of the gay lib¬ 
eration movement and became a 
Buddhist practitioner who taught 
meditation in centers in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles until his 
death from AIDS in Ojai, Califor¬ 
nia in 1993. 

At the May 19 memorial for 


Friends gathered last month for the Steve Lowell memorial that was 
dedicated at the Hartford Street Zen Center. 


Lowell, Tatum spoke about the 
role of the Zen center as a place 
for Buddhist practice for the gay 
community. 

The Hartford Street location 
was first the site of the Tibetan 
Buddhist Dharmadhatu in the late 
1970s, with Lowell as coordinator. 
It later became a Zen AIDS hos¬ 


pice under Issan Dorsey, and con¬ 
tinues as a Zen center with a large 
gay membership. 

The cenotaph at the center is 
intended as an inspiration to 
meditation practitioners. It is be¬ 
lieved to be the first memorial for 
the many gay Buddhists who have 
died of AIDS. ▼ 


Online company aims to electrify 
and unite the queer Sonoma area

o, Electric Pride is not a 
1960s band. 

But the new Web-based 
company is riffing ahead, with an 
innovative Web site and business 
that is designed to sell LGBTQ 
products while building commu¬ 
nity in Sonoma County. 

Much of the business is 
through catalog sales to keep costs 
down. 

Electric Pride, based in Santa 
Rosa, is billing itself as a resource 
and forum for communication. Its 
creators say they will donate 10 
percent of the profits back to 
queer organizations in the area, 
targeting nonprofit groups like 
PULSE, Positive Images, Food Not 
Bombs, Scouting for All, and 
Spectrum. 

“Electric Pride hopes to 
strengthen these much-needed re¬ 
sources,” according to founders 
Glenn Dalton and Alderin Ordell, 
who are life partners as well as 
business partners. 

Dalton has lived in Sonoma 
County his entire life and has do¬ 
nated much of his time to helping 
nonprofits such as Food Not 
Bombs, FAIRE, and others. 

Ordell is an alumnus of Posi¬ 
tive Images, a LGBTQ youth 
group, and recently graduated 
from Sonoma State University 
with a degree in psychology. 

Frustration breeds action 

Ordell told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the notion for the busi¬ 
ness arose mainly from frustration 
over the limited queer resources in 
the Sonoma area. 

“In Santa Rosa,” he said, “there 


are not many resources, especially 
for youth. When I was coming 
out, I would love to have had a 
Web page to help, and that’s what 
we’ve now created.” 

Most groups in the area, 
youth-oriented or not, have failed 
to take root, Ordell added. “I also 
am sick that online it’s nothing 
but personals, romance, or sex. I 
wanted a place for people to es¬ 
tablish connections, where they 
can run ads for hiking and other 
connections.” 

The Web site, www.elec- 
tricpride.com, provides informa¬ 
tion on coming out, surviving in 
the workplace, surviving school, 
identity issues, and profiles on area 
organizations and publications. 

One of the more compelling 
ideas - not yet active online - is 
for a gay lineage project, which 
Ordell said was designed to “pro¬ 
vide role modeling for people age 
10 to 99. There’s a page for each 
age. 

“Basically, you send in stories

I n many wonderful non-Amer¬ 
ican cities, beautiful male bod¬ 
ies are depicted in outdoor 
bronze statues. In America, it’s on¬ 
line or on the newsstands. 

While there can be nothing

Dome-o arigato 

If you miss American 
Gladiators, but always 
wanted a higher octane to 
your sporn-erotica, Battle 
Dome fits the bill. With a 
larger flock of video game 
characters, Battle Dome ex¬ 
pands the spectacle of 
corporosports. 

A lot of annoying 
metallic audio effects 
accompany the ma¬ 
chine font graphics be¬ 
tween action. Brief 60-second 
matches that allow maximum 
commercial breaks of 240 seconds. 
Sponsors include Telepersonals, a 
polite version of phone sex. 

Finding a more honest depic¬ 
tion on the official Web site 
proved problematic. Here’s their 
take on their show: 

“Battle Dome is an intense new 
extreme sports competition pit¬ 
ting two teams of amateur athletes 
(The Challengers) against a team 
of super athletes (The Battle 
Dome Warriors). Each one-hour 
program is a spectacle of raw, in- 
your-face, extreme physical com¬ 
petition.” 

They got the raw part right. A 
regular episode could politely be 
called “Bun-tastic!” 

A fan describes one exposing 
event: “Robert Green got a massive 
wedgie from Cuda, who, from look¬ 
ing at the pictures, is really hungry 
for some of that stripper’s ass!” 

Cuda, the rasta-haired African 
American warrior who usually 
proves victorious is a persistent 
pants-yanker, and yankee. 

Oddly, one player who hasn’t 
bared butt on the show has done it 
elsewhere, and often. DOA, a.k.a. 
Chad Ullery, a.k.a. Chad Bannon, 
a.k.a. Dusty Mannings, a.k.a. Todd 
Marshall, Advocate Men, Colt, and 
Playgirl model, bikini model, and 
now, warrior. His current bio fails 
to include these credits: 

“DOA: Height: 6’5”, Weight:

280. The devil himself. Evil per¬ 
sonified. His signature line, ‘Hate 
me,’ tells it all. He hurts people on 
and off the arena floor. DOA 
speaks monosyllabically, in raspy 
tones. You don’t want to know 
what he does during his ‘off’ 
hours.” 

Actually, we already know. 

Unlike the Los Angeles Sparks, 
which have the honesty to finally 
directly target market lesbians, 
their greatest fan base, Battle 
Dome and other sporn entertain¬ 
ments want to reel gay guys in as 
long as the clueless ones don’t fig¬ 
ure it out. 

The dismissal of DOA’s “past” 
subtextualizes the “nudge, nudge 
wink, wink” factor, 
and smacks DOA’s 
naughty past upside 
our collective head.

In a recent episode, DOA 
pummels a smaller 
shorts-clad studlet:

You like that choke, 
you little bitch?” 
Sputters Rick Francis¬ 
co of his bout with DOA, who’d 
pulled submission chokes on the 
contestant, and humped him in 
an abrupt fashion. 

Obviously, Mr. Ullery has dra¬ 
matic experience, other than on 
Battle Dome, which is, as often 
said by promoters, not rehearsed, 
not down to the last “Bitch!” de¬ 
pantsing and jock strap snapping 
on a tilt-a-whirl of a platform. 

In contrast to the backstage fic¬ 
tions, the fighting is anything but 
rehearsed, asserts the ripped host 
of http://www.maxsportsmag. 
com in a feature article about the 
amazing workout techniques of 
these enlarged entertainers. 

But it ain’t staged. Oh, no. 
“This is a tough series for the ath¬ 
letes who actually fight,” asserts 
MaxMuscle.com, which shares the 
training regimens of the show’s 
performers, er, athletes. “Every¬ 
thing you see on Battle Dome is 
real. Nothing is choreographed, 
the broken bones, black eyes and 
the blood is 100 percent reality. 

“The Battle Dome crew goes to 
lengths to keep the real names of 
the Warriors secret,” notes Max- 
Muscle. “Just like wrestling. But as 
time goes on, we’ll undoubtedly 
learn more.” 

Those who see DOA as a fa¬ 
miliar face know more. In Catali¬ 
na’s Behind the Barn Door, he en¬ 
joys the company of Bo Summers 
on both a poolside porn and in a 
bed. Bo offers amusement for 


those who enjoy seeing the little 
guy come out on top. 

Yes, the Newlywed Game an¬ 
swer for Chad would be, Up the 
butt, Bob. 

In the solo video, White Men 
With Big Dicks, Chad goes from 
pool, to kitchen, to fireplace, to 
fancy chair, where he achieves full 
tumult, then shaves his face in a 
bathroom. He also appeared in 
the gay porn flick Assume the Posi¬ 
tion, where, no doubt, he did. 

Pity a career without proper 
management. Where were the Rip 
Colts, with film even, when he was 
so receptive in his acting style?

Porn performers both veteran and 
sophomoric have crossed over in a 
variety of ironic entities. 

Mr. Ullery, however, did not 
seem to enjoy an early entry, and 
his abrupt departure from porn 
settled into bikini ads, fitness 
training, and stripping in Denver. 

His clothed theatrical debut is 
perhaps now lost. Kill Madonna, a 
video filmette by a Cory Cham¬ 
bers, is described as “a wild ride 
into the harsh reality of four, 
young gay men on an obscene 
mission of partying and sex. Some 
will find naked ecstasy; others will 
find a violent demise in this new, 
unique thriller.” 

Unique in that it fell off the face 
of the earth. Kill Madonna does not 
include the titled act, but is low, 
low, low-budget murder fnystery. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Chambers’s 
Web presence has become anoth¬ 
er mystery, possibly in part from 
Madonna Ciccone’s power, or just 
the fact that based on the stills, the 
video is simply inept.

“It begins subtly,” Dharmaraj 
said, “by devaluing life.

Both Khan and Dharmaraj 
stressed the right to sexual auton¬ 
omy, rather than identity, since 
many people don’t identify them¬ 
selves with lesbian or gay labels 
but do have same-sex relation¬ 
ships. Dharmaraj stressed that 
people may be out in different 
ways in different times and places. 

“Crimes of Hate” is the latest 
report in Amnesty International’s 
current yearlong campaign 
against torture worldwide. The 
U.S. campaign was launched last 
October in San Francisco. 

Julianne Cartwright-Traylor, 
chair of Amnesty’s board of direc¬ 
tors, noted that torture “thrives on 
indifference from the general pub¬ 
lic. Our task is to turn the indif¬ 
ference into outrage, and the out¬ 
rage into action.” 

Cartwright-Traylor called for 
increased efforts by human rights 
activists. “We feel it’s time that 
human rights activists joined the 
fight [against torture],” she said. 

Heflin, her colleague, noted 
that 70 countries practice system¬ 
atic discrimination against LGBT 
people, in addition to a number of 
U.S. states with anti-gay laws on

Chad are rare. Send a thank you to 
UPN for broadcasting this 
panalopy of popos and diverting 
depantsings. Let’s have more Cic- 
colina entries from porn to poli¬ 
tics and entertainment. If a Colt 
model can be the mayor of West 
Hollywood, why not J.T. Sloan as 
ambassador to Canada, Blue Blake 
as Australian condom commissar, 
or Chad Ullery in Hercules, the 
Gay Adventures?

He added that transgenders 
were at “extremely high risk” for 
discrimination, abuse, and tor¬ 
ture” in many countries, “at home, 
in school, at work, on the street.” 

In the U.S., Heflin added, the 
key point is that “we need to see 
this as an international movement 
that continues to struggle for 
LGBT rights in the U.S., and we 
need to see protections put in 
place around the world.” 

U.S. Representative Nancy 
Pelosi issued a statement com¬ 
mending Amnesty International 
for its report. 

She joined Lantos as a co¬ 
sponsor of his resolution on Tues¬ 
day, June 26, according to her 
spokeswoman, Catherine Dodd. 

In the U.S., Pelosi said, “ac¬ 
cording to the National Coalition 
of Anti-Violence Programs, in 
1998, 33 Americans were mur¬ 
dered because they were gay or 
lesbian,” and there were 2,552 re¬ 
ports of anti-gay or lesbian inci¬ 
dents as well as serious assaults. 

“How many more deaths, how 
many assaults on the personal in¬ 
tegrity of people, need to happen 
before our Congress will see the 
need for hate crimes legislation?” 
Pelosi’s statement asked. 

Amidst the horror stories in 
“Crimes of Hate, Conspiracy of 
Silence,” there’s a photograph with 
an upbeat message: “I’m here. I’m 
queer. And I’m not going to the 
Mainland.” It is a slogan on a T- 
shirt that a gay man is wearing in 
Tasmania, Australia, where severe 
anti-gay laws have been chal¬ 
lenged in court. ▼

A placard at a 1979 gay pride 
march read, “The closet is an 
awful place to die.” Not any¬ 
more, thanks to director/ 
writer Francis Veber. 

You’re probably familiar with the 
work of this striking Frenchman be¬ 
cause of his Oscar nomination for co¬ 
writing the groundbreaking hit Film 
La Cage aux Folles (1978). Elaine May 
slightly rewrote his screenplay for the 
1996 hit The Birdcage. And of course 
you remember the Broadway version, 
which spawned every drag queen’s 
national anthem, “I Am What I Am.” 

Other gay-content films Veber has 
had a hand in were the dreadful Part¬ 
ners (1982) with Ryan O’Neal and 
John Hurt, plus the enjoyable La Cage 
aux Folles II (1980). His straight hits 
include My Father the Hero (1994), 
The Dinner Game (1998), and The 
Tall Blond Man with One Black Shoe 
(1972). 

But The Closet might just be his 
most hilarious and savvy work. Here, 
a humdrum accountant in a condom 
factory makes believe he’s gay so he 
won’t get fired. If you’re selling rub¬ 
bers, you don’t want to upset the gay 
market, right? The hero’s declaration 
elicits delicious farcical consequences,

I ’ve seen at least four American movies in 
the last year where a straight man pretends 
; to be gay. The word that best describes ail 
of them is “ lame.” For some reason, Amer¬ 
ican filmmakers seem unable to mold this 
premise into an intelligent or amusing film. 
Fortunately, the French do not have the same 
problem. The Closet is i delightfully wry 
French farce in which a boring accountant 
pretends to be gay in order to save his job at 
a condom factory. 

Francois (Daniel Auteuil) can’t do any¬ 
thing right. His teenage son and his ex-wife 
won't take his calls, he has no social life, and 
he’s about to be fired from his job. As Fran¬ 
cois tries to summon the courage to jump 
from the balcony of his apartment, his new 
neighbor Belone (Michel Aumont) comes to 
his rescue. Averting the suicide, Belone in¬ 
vites Francois over for a drink and helps him 
hatch a plot to save his job. The gay Belone 
will simply transpose Francois’ head onto 
some photos of a bare-bottomed leather 
queen hugging another man in a bar. Once 
the photos reach his place of employment, 
the owner of the factory should find dis¬ 
missing Francois too politically incorrect to 
accomplish. 

Everything goes as planned, resulting in a 
comedy of perception. Francois the 
mild-mannered dufus suddenly becomes the 
object of wild speculation from his peers. 
And the firm’s raging homophobe, Felix 
(Gerard Depardieu), is told by his enemies 
in the company that he will soon be fired in¬ 
stead of Francois. Felix’s co-workers tell him 
the only way he can save himself is by be¬ 
coming Francois’ best friend. These efforts 
cause Felix to have a nervous breakdown 
after several hilarious one-on-one encoun-

“Being gay is not extraordinary 
in San Francisco, and that’s excit¬ 
ing to me,” Holland said. “It’s even 
different than it was in New York.” 

It wasn’t San Francisco as a gay 
mecca that drew him to his new 
job, but rather the chance to re¬ 
connect with his love of theatre. 
As senior vice president of pro¬ 
gramming and operations for the 
SFX Theatrical Group, which pre¬ 
sents the Best of Broadway series in 
55 markets across the country, he 
felt more and more like a corpo¬ 
rate executive who could have as 
easily been marketing as mufflers 
as musicals. 

“This is the last major inde¬ 
pendent theatrical company out¬ 
side of New York,” Holland said of 
Shorenstein Hays Nederlander, 
“and that gives us a greater ability 
to choose what shows play here, 
and we are freed from shows in 
which a larger company may have 
investments.” 

In other words, by not being 
just another city on a corpora¬ 


tion’s map, the San Francisco Best 
of Broadway series has greater 
flexibility in putting together a 
season that reflects the interest of 
local audiences, as well as that of 
the presenters. 

“Carol Shorenstein Hays is ab¬ 
solutely the artistic vision for this 
company,” Holland said, “and her 
passion is plays.” The final show in 
the current season is the 
Tony Award-winning 
Proof, which Shoren¬ 
stein Hays co-produced 
on Broadway and made 
sure would start its tour 
in San Francisco. The 
coming season features 
August Wilson’s Jitney, 
which isn’t even a 
touring production, 
but rather a part of 
a cooperative pro¬ 
duction agreement with Seattle 
Repertory Theatre. That’s a high¬ 
ly unusual collaboration between 
a regional nonprofit and a com¬ 
mercial Best of Broadway series. 

Holland helped work on both 
these projects, part of the hands- 
on experiences he was hoping his 
new job would entail. As CEO, he 
also oversees the staffs that man¬ 
age the company’s three theaters, 
helps choose the shows that will 
fill those theaters, and works with 
the company’s theatrical invest¬ 
ment business. 

In that final category, for ex¬ 
ample, the Shorenstein Nederlan¬ 
der Hays Organization will be an 
associate producer of Cameron 
Mackintosh’s acclaimed London 
revival of Oklahoma! when it 
opens on Broadway next season. It 
should give San Francisco a leg up 
in securing the tour for the fol¬ 
lowing season, Holland said. 

Also in the possible pipeline is 
Charles Busch’s The Tale of the Al¬ 
lergist’s Wife, which Shorenstein 
Hays helped produce on Broad¬ 
way. “And like everyone else in the 
universe, we would love to finalize 
plans to have The Producers on the 
2002-2003 season,” Holland said. 

There are currently about 
15,000 season subscribers to the 
series, and while the company 
hasn’t done a demographic study 
on gay audiences, Holland knows 
what his eyes tell him.’“It’s easy to 
stand in the common areas of the 


theaters,” he said, “and realize we 
have a huge contingency of gay 
men and women attending most 
of our events.” 

Holland, 38, grew up in rural 
Oklahoma, which was more re¬ 
ceptive to an incipiently gay and 
theatrically-minded farm boy 
than you might imagine. “My 
older cousin would dress me up in 
tutus and we would 
leap across the farm, 
probably to the chagrin 
of my relatives, but no 
one ever said anything,” 
Holland remembered. 
“And when I was 5 and 
Diahann Carroll had 
her TV show Julia, there 
was a Julia doll 
with a nurse outfit 
and a go-go outfit, 
and I had to have 
that doll, and my grandmother 
bought it for me for Christmas. I 
look back on that and think, ‘God, 
what was everyone thinking?’ So 
they always knew.” 

His parents also fed his love of 
theater, and even suggested he at¬ 
tend an acting conservatory if that 
was his dream. But Holland de¬ 
cided that he lacked the discipline 
to be a performer, and when he 
graduated from the University of 
Texas in Austin, it was as a theater 
major with an emphasis in theater 
management. Even before gradu¬ 
ating, he helped renovate a 1914 
vaudeville house in Waco, and be¬ 
came the managing director of the 
Waco Hippodrome Theater. 


I hen Greg Holland was 
being interviewed for his 
first job with a big-time 
theatrical outfit in Houston, he 
told his future boss that he was gay 
and that he would be taking his 
partner to any functions where 
spouses were expected. But when 
he was ready to sign on as CEO of 
the Shorenstein Hays Nederlander 
Organization, the company that 
operates the Curran, Orpheum 
and Golden Gate theaters, he didn’t 
bother with any pronouncements.

Bill Irwin does Beckett for ACT

I f you want to see Bill Irwin and 
laugh, wait for his return in 
Fool Moon in July. If you want 
to see Bill Irwin and think ... and 
think and think and think ... you 
may want to take a flier on Texts 
for Nothing. It’s a show about 
everything or nothing or both. 

Taken from an obscure and 
opaque collection of musings by 
Samuel Beckett, these verbal 
sleights of hand were written to be 
read, and whatever theatricality 
they possess is thanks to Irwin’s 
existential-clown creativity. But 
even fueled by Irwin’s talents, a 
noticeable number of first- 
nighters at the Geary Theatre 
chose not to tough out the conun¬ 
drums, despite the show’s brief 
65-minute running time. 

The fact is, a little of Beckett’s 
wordplay goes a long way. “Sud¬ 
denly, no, at last,” the first words 
Irwin utters, possess a contradic¬ 
tory energy that begins to flag as 
the device is repeated again and 
again. “Soon I won’t be here yet,” 
he says later, to diminished results. 

The most accessible moments 
in the ACT production come even 
before the first .words are spoken, 
as Irwin’s sad-sack character tries 
to find an awkward peace with his 
onstage environment of insur¬ 
mountable hills and water-filled 
potholes. Irwin is like a silent- 
movie genius in the flesh. 

But Irwin doesn’t just rely on his

emotive physical prowess. He ex¬ 
plores the cascade of words with a 
variety of deliveries, sometimes 
with the unnatural inflections of a 
computer-generated voice, at other 
times with a deceptively casual nat¬ 
uralness. But, however he says Beck¬ 
ett’s words, his character is clearly a 
man out of sync with his being. 

Texts for Nothing emerges as 
one of the most challenging shows 
seen at ACT in several years, and 
its fit with the theater’s generally 


adaptable audiences may be 
strained, at least based on open¬ 
ing-night reactions. But the de¬ 
lightful Fool Moon, opening July 
20 with Irwin and David Shiner, 
should serve to salve the theatrical 
trials of Texts for Nothing. ▼

I n Studly, her new show at 
Venue 9, Usi DeHaas has 
several intriguing stories to 
tell, but no clear sense of how to 
pull them together. The notion 
of studliness is occasionally 
evoked, but as an umbrella con¬ 
cept, it’s a leaky one. 

The central character in 
Studly is a San Francisco cabaret 
singer named Lulu who imag¬ 
ines herself the lesbian version of 
Sally Bowles. Like Sally, DeHaas 
is hardly a world-class singer, a 
discomfiting situation when she 
tries- to deliver a song straight, 
but which is less troublesome 
when she applies parody lyrics 
to popular show tunes. 

The melody from “Tomor¬ 
row” is the vehicle for her cyni¬ 
cal little-girl memories of see¬ 
ing Annie with her father, who 
cried when Andrea McArdle 
belted outThe musical’s opti¬ 
mistic anthem. It’s a moment 
that foreshadows her father’s 
coming out as a gay man years 
later, which develops into a 
major subplot that remains 
only obliquely connected to 
Lulu’s saga. 

That happens again with a 


Broadway chorus dancer 
named Bunny, who becomes a 
major player in Studly despite 
her tenuous connections to 
Lulu. In fact, it is Bunny, strug¬ 
gling to overcome the death of 
her lover, who provides many of 
the 70-minute show’s most 
memorable moments, despite a 
Jewish-housewife accent that 
doesn’t ring true to the Broad¬ 
way-veteran character. 

It’s a problem that afflicts 
several of DeHaas’ characteriza¬ 
tions, including Lulu’s reason¬ 
ably sophisticated father, who 
sounds like a truck driver here, 
and a girlfriend afflicted with a 
cliche case of Valley Girl Speak. 

Directed by Ginger Eckert, 
the production has imaginative 
touches, including a mute assis¬ 
tant (Paul Loperj who weaves 
himself in and out of the action. 
Jude Navari offers satisfying ac¬ 
companiment from an onstage 
piano. But Studly is finally a 
showcase for DiHaas’ talents as 
a writer and a performer, a 
showcase that is only sporadi¬ 
cally satisfying. ▼

The Closet is written and direct¬ 
ed by Francis Veber, the man who 
adapted the original French La 
Cage aux Folks for the screen. Here 
his writing and directing are both 
restrained, keeping the actors suffi¬ 
ciently in line so the story doesn’t 
turn into meaningless parody.

The shifts in perception that lie 
at the core of The Closets humor 
involve those people around Fran¬ 
cois who not only see him differ¬ 


ently, but begin to see themselves 
as profoundly changed by the 
evolving nature of their relation¬ 
ship. With only minor exceptions, 
Francois becomes more interest¬ 
ing to everyone once they perceive 
him as gay. But when he is beaten 
up by homophobic co-workers 
wearing ski masks, the social stig¬ 
ma of homosexuality also be¬ 
comes apparent. 

The film does a credible job of 
categorizing both the commercial 
and personal consequences that 
result from Francois’ coming out 
of a closet he never really entered. 
Ultimately, it is a journey of em¬ 
powerment for Francois. And in 
spite of the humor that keeps this 
farce moving, there are some 
thought-provoking situations that 
should keep the audience talking 
long after the lights come up. ▼ .

SF Symphony showcases Mozart

A fter more than a decade, the 
San Francisco Symphony 
has decided to launch a 
summer festival celebrating the 
life and music of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart. Michael Tilson 
Thomas said recently, “We would 
be poorer indeed without 
Mozart’s deep humanity.” So after 
five seasons which have seen him 
explore the music of Mahler, 
Stravinsky and American maver¬ 
icks, MTT has stepped aside to 
welcome Sir Neville Marriner to 
the festival podium. 

It might have been instructive to 
see where our fearless leader stands 
on the performance of Mozart’s as- 


toundingly varied works, but hav¬ 
ing one of the world’s best known 
interpreters in his place has proven 
a happy substitution. 

Tilson Thomas is, uncharacter¬ 
istically, taking the entire summer 
off. He will not be idle, as he plans 
to spend the months before the 
new Symphony season writing his 
own music and studying. Next 
year he will devote a festival to the 
music of Russia. For now, it’s all 
Mozart all the time, and a refresh¬ 
ing return to the basics. 

Even those unfamiliar with the 
classics recognize the genius of 
Mozart, and they usually know 
Marriner’s name as well. As 
founder of the Academy of St. 
Martin in the Fields, he has en¬ 
joyed a long and illustrious inter¬ 


national career. He made his SFS 
debut in 1977 conducting a series 
called Mozart and Company, a 
forerunner of the famous Mostly 
Mozart concerts. For many of us, 
he provided our introduction to 
the fascinating world of Amadeus. 

The current festival began last 
week with a symposium featuring 
a conversation between star 
soloists mezzo-soprano Frederica 
von Stade, pianist Emanuel Ax, 
and academic and writer Peter 
Gay. The opening night was a 
pleasantly informal affair, light on 
scholarship but strong on charm 
and amusing anecdotes. There 
was also just enough well-per¬ 
formed music. 

Von Stade stole the show with 
her unforced delivery and special

blend of artistry and wit. She re¬ 
mains a remarkably handsome 
woman with a beautifully preserved 
voice and warm sense of humor. 
Having her chat with her chum Ax 
about performing Mozart beat any 
number of dry lectures on the sub¬ 
ject. Holding forth on the pleasure 
of acting “trouser” roles (girls play¬ 
ing boys in the Shakespearean way) 
and how singers have it easy com¬ 
pared to instrumentalists, “Flicka” 
made the evening. 

Gay and Ax’s contributions 
were by no means unimportant. 
Gay has written the recent Mozart, 
a Biography, and he is an enlighten¬ 
ing speaker as well. Ax may be a lit¬ 
tle unimpassioned at the keyboard, 
but his careful technique is ad¬ 
mirable in the classical repertoire. 

The second half of the sympo¬ 
sium was given over to a satisfying 
rendition of the String Quintet in 
G minor featuring well-known 
orchestra members cellist Peter 
Wyrick and violist Geraldine 
Walther. The other chairs were 
ably filled by their SFS colleagues: 
Yukiko Kurakata, violin; Amy Hi- 
raga, violin; and Nancy Ellis, viola. 
Von Stade’s knowing interpreta¬ 
tion of “Non so piu” from Le nozze 
di Figaro may have been the high¬ 
light of the concert, but the Quin¬ 
tet sent us out of Davies Hall with 
a sweet appreciation for Mozart’s 
glorious chamber works. 

The following night brought 
Sir Neville to center stage, and 
from the first weighty notes of the 
Overture to Don Giovanni, he had 
the audience rapt in admiration 
for his trademark Mozartean 
style. “Authentic” performance 
practices pale in comparison to 
his brisk and full-blooded ap¬ 
proach. There was a noticeable 
bloom on the string-playing, and 
every detail in the rich orchestral 
writing was articulated without 
obviousness. 


Ax returned to play the Piano 
Concerto No. 22 in E-flat major. 
He has an easy way with the de¬ 
manding challenge Mozart offers 
his soloist, and the central An¬ 
dante —one of the composer’s 
most beautiful utterances — was 
especially well-played. Perhaps 
this was not standing-ovation per¬ 
formance quality (though he got 
one), but it was deeply satisfying. 

The next night’s concert was 
called From Opera Stage to Concert 
Hall, even though two of the later 
symphonies were performed. Fully 
descriptive or not, the title sold a 
lot of tickets for von Stade’s return 
to sing concert arias and the won¬ 
derful “Parto, parto” and “Deh per 
questo istante solo” from La 
clemenza di Tito. Looking resplen¬ 
dent in white, the beloved mezzo 
received an enthusiastic ovation 
upon her first appearance, but she 
was not in perfect voice. But von 
Stade made up for the slight edge 
on her upper notes and strenuous 
way with the passagework in her 
emotional involvement. 

Accompanying von Stade at the 
piano, buried in the orchestra, was 
her buddy Ax. Some bit player! 
Marriner must be aware of the gra¬ 
cious diva’s devoted following, too, 
and he allowed her assumption of 
the starring role, even if his concert¬ 
opening Symphony No. 35, Haff- 
ner, was altogether more successful. 

After intermission, Marriner 
regained control with a balanced 
and lovingly paced Symphony No. 
39 in E-flat major. The late sym¬ 
phonies are miracles, and Mar¬ 
riner, after a lifetime of practice, 
still manages to appear fresh and 
willing to re-examine their riches. 

The festival concludes this 
week with pianist Lars Vogt per¬ 
forming the Piano Concerto No. 
24 on Thursday, June 28, and the 
Piano Concerto No. 27 on Fri.- 
Sat., June 29 8c 30. Thursday will 
also showcase the breathtaking 
Symphony No. 41 , Jupiter, and the 
Overture to The Marriage of Fi¬ 
garo. The weekend features the 
Requiem with the SFS Chorus and 
soloists Heidi Grant Murphy, Su- 
sanne Mentzer, Stanford Olsen 
and Michael George. ▼

two odes that form the main text 
for Morris’ work) and “a work of 
art that has made many thousands 
of people feel proud to belong to 
the same era” (critic Alastair 
Macaulay). Macaulay compares 
VAllegro favorably with The Sleep¬ 
ing Beauty and A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, citing its “cos¬ 
mic/human, comic/tran¬ 


scendent” duali¬ 
ty- 

Each contributor — the au¬ 
thors, essayists Joan Acocella, 
Wendy Lesser and Macaulay, and 
the individual dancers — has a fa¬ 
vorite part of L’Allegro. Mine is the 
hunt sequence, in which Morris 
does away with props and scenery 


and turns his 24-member cast into 
an hilarious tableau vivant. They 
become trees, a coach, dogs (pee¬ 
ing on the trees), huntsmen, and 
the two quivering vixens fleeing 
the melee. It is audacious and 
touching, having less to do with 
“choreography” (which annoys 
the hell out of Morris detractors) 
than with a superb, inventive 
sense of theatre and 


an encompassing 
humanity. 

It’s easy to get 
sticky about the clas¬ 
sical morality that in¬ 
forms all of Morris’ 
work, even its discon¬ 
certing aspects — 
child abuse ( Lovey ), 
vampirism ( One 
Charming Night), ran¬ 
dom cruelty of fate 
(The Office) — yet at 
the risk of repeating 
myself, for I have writ¬ 
ten about this before in 
these pages, the single 
most moving section of 
L’Allegro (at least for 
me) is “The Walking 
Duet.” (All 32 parts have 
titles, sometimes literal, 
sometimes jokey, be¬ 
stowed by the dancers 
themselves.) 


Morning is broken 

The sublime duet “As steals the 
morn upon the night” is one of 
only two sections of “II moderato” 
(verses added to Milton’s odes by 
Charles Jennens when he 
arranged the piece for composer 
George Frideric Handel) that

D espite the crass commer¬ 
cialism that invades 
every part of our 
lives — have you heard 
about the cybernut who is 
offering $2 million for 
nude photos of Ichiro, 
the Seattle Mariners’ star 
Japanese outfielder? — it 
is not easy to be cynical 
about this book. Yes, it’s 
expensive, coffee-table- 
pretty, with fabulous 
color prints done in 
Italy, and there are cer¬ 
tainly no comparable 
books for single mas¬ 
terpieces by George 
Balanchine. 

Yet if you have seen 
Morris’ L’Allegro, il 
penseroso ed il modera¬ 
to — it played UC 
Berkeley in 1994 and 
2000 — you know 
that the authors, the 
contributors and the 
dancers quoted are 
not just whistling cash register 
when they claim that this evening- 
length modern ballet changed 
their lives. 

L’Allegro has been referred to as 
“a fully realized imaginative 
world” (critic Dale Harris), as “the 
hidden soul of Harmony” (after 
poet John Milton, who wrote the 
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Morris sets to dance. Because it is 
for tenor and soprano and the 
melody is so beautiful, we auto¬ 
matically think “love duet,” 
though the words are fusty and 
nonsensual. To a steady, treading 
bass, Morris creates a Thracian 
line dance in which two sets of 12 
dancers move in patterns that 
multiply endlessly, inventively, 
stirring every feeling you’ve ever 
had about community, group co¬ 
operation, comradeship, and pla¬ 
tonic love. It makes me cry every 
time. 

I’m not sure how this book will 
affect those who haven’t seen L’Al- 
legro, except maybe to make them 
envious of us who have. But even 
if you’ve missed it so far — Mark 
Morris Dance Group keeps 
threatening to retire it because it 
is so expensive to produce, but 
don’t despair; they said the same 
about The Hard Nut — you can 
still learn a lot about the work, its 
genesis, and its meaning in the 
cultural and critical lives of the 
people it has touched. And make 


no mistake, this is a genuine big 
deal to those for whom dance is a 
major artform, and it appears to 
have recruited those for whom it 
wasn’t until they first saw L’Alle- 
gro. 

After a short intro, the authors 
turn the podium over to Acocella, 
Morris’ biographer and still the 
critic who understands him the 
best. She is also, as you can learn 
from reading her essays on dance 
and books in The New Yorker, the 
least pompous serious critic in 
America. Her moral and artistic 
insights are grounded in tough re¬ 
ality: “There are major artists who 
have no taste.... Morris, the sup¬ 
posed enfant terrible, is not one of 
them. He judges things nicely. If 
he did your living room, he would 
do a good job.” 

As have the authors of this 
book. The articles boo'kend an en¬ 
thralling photoessay that covers all 
32 parts of the dance. Notes, bib¬ 
liography and performance histo¬ 
ry complete this major addition to 
your dance library. ▼

but at the heart of the film Veber 
is out to make us more than just 
laugh. Here is an astute observa¬ 
tion of how once straights learn 
we’re gay, they no longer react to 
us as individuals, but instead try 
to mangle us to fit into their ab¬ 
surd stereotypes. 

“You’re right,” Veber agrees in 
the coffee shop of the Soho 
Grand, where our tete ft tete is 
taking place. “I’m not using gay 
to try to be funny or commercial. 
It’s not a choice. Sometimes you 
have a premise that arrives in 
your mind, and you say, ‘Oh, 
God, this is interesting.’ Actually 
while writing The Closet, I recog¬ 
nized that being politically cor¬ 
rect is changing quite a bit, but of 
course, not as much as I say in the 
film.” 

Talking issues 

Taking a sip of his coffee, he 
continues sternly, “I discovered 
that this is a very serious issue. 
Did you know that in 38 states in 
America, you can be fired from 
your job if you are gay or les¬ 
bian?” 

I note how good of sodomy is 
faring just as well. Veber nods 
and persists: “So what I’m telling 
you is the fact that the manager 
of this condom factory is scared 
not to be politically correct. He’s 
not firing this make-believe gay 
man because he’s afraid of the 
consequences. This is a fantasy 
compared to what the reality is. 

“What I hope,” he adds, “is 
that other people will start un¬ 
derstanding that you don’t have 
to judge people on their private 
lives. Judge him or her on the way 
he or she is working. This was 
what interested me. I was not in¬ 
tending to write a gay movie or a 
straight movie, but I’d certainly 
love to hear that The Closet has 
transformed some bigots.” 

Veber, who’s dressed smartly 
in black, will head for West Hol¬ 
lywood when his publicity tour is 
over. There he lives seven months 
of the year, often bicycling about, 
unrecognized, in spandex shorts 
and a tight shirt. 

“No one recognizes me be¬ 
cause I’m anonymous in Los An¬ 
geles. I’m less anonymous in 
Paris. This is the reason I came to 
LA.” 

I note how fit the low body-fat 
Veber is for a director. How his 
hair is perfectly coifed. And how 
attractive he is for a helmer — 
unlike, say, Orson Welles. 

Veber laughs: “But I have less 
talent.” T

Inside Gavin Lambert 


British expatriate novelist enjoys a resurgence

U sually I get stumped by a 
question in those pop-psych 
personality profiler quizzes 
— “If you could have lunch with 
anyone, who would it be?” With a 
whole planet full of possibilities, 
how do you make that decision? 
But lately, the choice seems easy. I’d 
love to have lunch with Gavin 
Lambert. As a British expatriate 
novelist, screenwriter, and biogra¬ 
pher of some of the more interest¬ 
ing queer figures in Hollywood, I’m 
sure he’d have plenty to say. 

Lambert can be seen as a role 
model as a writer, and as a gay 
man, who knows how to grow old 
with grace. Or at least he knows 
the added mystery and appeal 
generated by not featuring his pic¬ 
ture on the dust jackets. In his 
novels and nonfiction, he creates 
a persona of the quietly observant 
writer with a wry smile, keen in¬ 
sights into human nature, and a 
sharp but gracious wit. 

Over the last few years, Ser¬ 
pent’s Tail has been reissuing his 
novels (with covers by SF’s own 
Rex Ray) originally published 
from the early ’60s on, which are 
wry takes on the entertainment in¬ 
dustry, complete with a real-life 
population of randy gay charac¬ 
ters. I got hooked when I read In¬ 
side Daisy Clover, a rise-and-fall- 
of-a-child-star story that later was 
made into a film starring Natalie 
Wood. It quickly entered my list of 
all-time favorite novels. The 1963 
novel has all the appeal of Valley of 
the Dolls, as the “pint-sized singing 
sensation” main character has a 
Neely O’Hara magnetism and a 
roller-coaster ride’s worth of ca¬ 
reer peaks and personal slides, yet 
Lambert’s prose is a helluva lot 
more incisive than Jackie Susann’s. 

Lambert revels in character 
studies, especially those strange 
sorts who are shaped by their fer¬ 
mentation in LA smog and 
dreams of celebrity-hood. He ex¬ 


cels at tangentially intertwined LA 
character studies in The Slide Area 
of 1959 and the 1971 The Goodbye 
People, both collections series of 
short narratives about Norma 
Desmonds, movie industry scions 
turned beach bums, beautiful, 
twitchy producer’s wives, and bi¬ 
sexual hippies who all coexist in 
the same barren landscape — like 
Joan Didion’s California charac¬ 
ters as seen through the cultured 
smarts of a British transplant a 
generation older, whose friends 
included Christopher Isherwood 
and Paul Bowles. 

He’s that bemused Michael 
York/ David Niven gentleman/ 
scholar/ martini-drinker charac¬ 
ter who, with his draft-dodging 
longhaired younger boyfriend, 


goes to a ’60s rock concert in a 
field in Malibu and makes fitting 
observations of the band and the 
scene: “The mascaraed leader 
wore a bright, destructive smile. 
Later, he teased, threw and broke 
things. Then phallus-shaped bal¬ 
loons labeled BLOW ME floated 
out, followed by grotesque dolls of 
cops and generals, eyes and teeth 
and limbs missing. People threw 
flowers and kissed each other.” 

Driven mama 

Lambert feels a bit more com¬ 
fortable in classic Hollywood mi¬ 
lieus, even if he does relish the 
evolving nature of the place. Twice 
he’s created rich life stories of fic- 


but guilt-free beach read. 

Like most of Lambert’s books, 
this one revels in the peculiar so¬ 
cial and architectural details of 
Los Angeles, starting in 1919 when 
the mother/daughter duo take the 
train from the Midwest to bud¬ 
ding Hollywood, and witness 
newly built Mediterranean-style 
bungalows and rickety new film 
studios. As the narrative effort¬ 
lessly stretches to the 1980s, we’ve 
encountered enchanted sex-and- 
drug parties, true-life Hollywood 
scandal, dashing gangsters and 
real-estate schemes you’d wish 
you were in on. At the end of this 
one, as the aging star drives home 
from receiving her career-capping

tional female child stars, the crux 
of Daisy Clover and the recently 
reprinted Running Time. The lat¬ 
ter is a sprawling Hollywood saga 
that comprises the 20th century- 
spanning careers of a silent-movie 
child star and her extremely driven 
stage mama. Written from a dual 
first-person perspective — Mom’s 
diary and daughter’s late-in-life 
parallel recollections — it’s a page- 
turner with enough smarts, sex 
and accurate Hollywood history 
tidbits to make it a high-calorie 


“achievement” Oscar at the 
Dorothy Chandler pavilion, she 
cruises the teen runaway and drug 
dealer-infested early 1980s incar¬ 
nation of Hollywood Boulevard. 
“My own star lay at a safe distance 
from the action, in the quiet 
nowhere block east of Vine, by the 
entrance to the store that used to 
sell sex books and recently 
switched to punk clothes.” 

It’s pretty apparent that Lam¬ 
bert, a longtime LA resident (with 
a decade-long foray in Morocco), 


has seen these shifts first-hand — 
and did his research homework. 
And he does an equally convinc¬ 
ing job when he turns his mind to 
real-life Hollywood subjects. He’s 
written biographies of the leg¬ 
endary Alla Nazimova, director 
and gay royalty George Cukor, 
and, in his latest, Mainly About 
Lindsey Anderson (published last 
year), he tackles the British direc¬ 
tor, a lifelong friend. That book 
offers some revealing autobio¬ 
graphical insights that heartily 
add to his desirability as a lunch 
date. He was unashamedly queer 
in his pre-WWII British boarding 
school days, wrote about film long 
before the auteur theory even ex¬ 
isted, and had a passionate affair 
with bipolar, bisexual film direc¬ 
tor Nicholas Ray, among other en¬ 
viable things. He recounts these 
experiences with a level head and 
insight, the kind of wisdom that 
comes with age and engagement 
with the world. If he’s not avail¬ 
able for lunch, I sure hope he’s 
working on a self-help book. ▼

A night at the races 

Actor Paul Walker is fast, furious and hot

treatment, replete with a story of 
undercover cops, murder, gangs, 
robbery, love and redemption. And 
Cohen had nobody else in mind 
for his lead other than Walker. “He 
is a teen heartthrob who has grown 
into manhood with a great combi¬ 
nation of male beauty, intelligence, 
heart and testosterone,” Cohen 
says. 

“He said that? Well,” Walker 
says, slightly embarrassed, “I don’t 
know if I want to be called a beau¬ 
ty. Maybe handsome, but not 
beautiful.” 

Body work 

Walker made his professional 
acting debut on television’s 
Touched by an Angel That small 
guest role landed him roles in 
films and instilled in him the love 
for acting. “I love epic action 
movies.” 

Before landing the lead in Fast 
and the Furious, Walker drove fast, 
but always in domestic cars. The 
cars featured in his new movie are 
all imports with expensive en¬ 
hancements to both body and en¬ 
gine. “I had to get one of those,” he 
says. “I bought a Nissan Skyline. I 
had it imported from Japan. It had 
to be revamped, though, before I 
could drive it. All that EPA 
garbage. I had side-impact beams 
put in, too. It’s in the shop now, 
though, because I burned the 
clutch.” 

To practice for his role, Walker 
dove into the underground drag¬ 
racing scene. “It’s crazy, really,” he 
says of the thousands of black and 
Latino teenagers, boys and girls, 
who line their cars up each night 
in a deserted part of Los Angeles, 
mostly near warehouses, to see 
who is the best. “It’s only 10 sec¬ 
onds and a quarter of a mile, but 
those 10 seconds are what these 
kids live for. They spend thou¬ 
sands of dollars and hundreds of 
hours on their cars for a 10-sec- 


ond rush. But I guess to them, it’s 
like surfing to me. Racing is so 
sexual, too. How can it not be? 
With all that speed. It awakens just 
about every sense in your body.” 

One night, while watching the 
illegal races, Walker was chased by 
the police. “They just swarm in on 
you if they find out where the 
races are,” he says. “I was in this re¬ 
ally scary part of town where three 
freeways meet each other. It was 
easy for the kids who had cars to 
escape, but I had ridden there 
with some dude who was part of 
the scene, and he took off. I was by 
myself. The cops were in their cars 
chasing me while I was on foot. It 
seemed like a real movie. I got 
away, though. They could only 
drive one way on the freeway, so I 
ran the other way and finally got 
picked up by the dude who drove 
me to the races. He came back 
looking for me.” 

Though Walker has worked in 
New York City, modeling and act¬ 
ing, he does not see himself as a 
permanent resident there. “I am 
an LA boy. I am always struggling 
in NYC to find a piece of the sky. 
Forget about any plant life. When¬ 
ever I find a bush, I bow down and 
pay homage to it,” he says, laugh¬ 
ing. 

Walker can’t wait to get back to 
surfing. “I don’t have much time 
right now. I have to talk to guys 
like you to promote the movie. 
Too bad we couldn’t have done 
the interview on the waves,” he 
says. 

In his next movie, Joy Ride, 
Walker plays a bad ass who im¬ 
personates a girl. 

“Yeah, I get to pretend to be a 
girl, but I don’t have to dress up 
like one. I only change my voice. 
Joy Ride is about two dudes dri¬ 
ving across the country harassing 
truck drivers on their CBs. We 
pretend to be girls, and lure them 
to truck stops.” ▼ 


T hose familiar with the gor¬ 
geous man’s man Paul Walk¬ 
er know that his greatest 
passion in life is surfing. Since 
none of the movies he has starred 
in so far ( The Skulls, Varsity Blues, 
She's All That) have given him the 
ability to show off his surfing tal¬ 
ents, he is content to explain in 
great detail his experiences of 
falling off waves and crashing into 
sand. While others his age have 
tattoos and piercing which they’re 
proud to display, Walker has many 
scars to prove his love for surfing, 
and he’s not too shy to reveal 
them. Lifting his T-shirt and turn¬ 
ing around, he exposes his tanned 
.back and proudly proclaims, “This 
is my newest one.” He received the 
gash on his lower back, now 
scabbed over, when falling off a 
big wave on the Southern Cali¬ 
fornian coast. His back and arms 
are scarred with many other 
memories of the wild waves. 

Walker admits he is 27 going 
on 19. It doesn’t hurt that he was 
blessed with genes to help that no¬ 
tion along. “My mother was a 
model and my father was a two- 
time Golden Glove when they 
met,” Walker says, perhaps ex¬ 
plaining his uncommonly good 
looks and penchant for the wilder 
side. “My license is suspended 
right now for too many speeding 
tickets,” he admits hesitantly. “I 
am the king of the illegal U-turn. 

I still drive, though. I have to 
drive. How else would I get to the 
waves? I probably drive over 
30,000 miles a year, all the way up 
and down the Southern California 
coast in search of the perfect wave. 

I am very mobile.” 

I tell Walker he’d better watch 
out, driving without a license. 
He’d certainly be the most popu¬ 
lar prison inmate if he got caught. 

Walker’s latest film, The Fast 
and the Furious, takes the world of 
illegal drag racing to new speeds. “I 
loved working with Rob [Cohen] 
on The Skulls, and told him that I 
wanted to work on his next film, 
no matter what it was.” Cohen had 
read a story in Vibe magazine 
about illegal street-racing and de¬

E very year there seems to be 
more and more queer music 
being released. This year is 
no exception, with new releases 
from such familiar names as 
Rufus Wainwright, Amy Ray of 
the Indigo Girls, and the long- 
awaited full-length musical debut 
by Lea DeLaria, as well as count¬ 
less newcomers. It’s great to see 
that the queer music industry is 
alive and well, in spite of being 
virtually ignored by the major la¬ 
bels. 

Openly gay singer/songwriter 
David Lasley’s name will probably 
be familiar to you if you are an 
avid reader of liner notes. Lasley 
has sung backup for Cher, Bette 
Midler, Joni Mitchell, Bonnie 
Raitt, Aretha Franklin, Chaka 
Khan and James Taylor. His dis¬ 
tinctive falsetto is his trademark. 
Lasley is also a gifted songwriter, 
his songs covered by Patti LaBelle, 
Anita Baker, Boz Scaggs, Whitney 
Houston, Tina Turner and Natal¬ 
ie Cole. Lasley released a couple of 
major-label albums during the 
mid-’80s but never achieved the 
fame he deserved. On Expectations 
of Love (Expansion), his first 
album of new material in 10 years, 
Lasley hasn’t lost his knack for 
writing and performing timeless 
and soulful R&B ballads and pop 
tunes. Standout tracks include 
“What’s It Gonna Take,” “Revela¬ 
tions,” “Dancin’ on the Smooth 
Edge” (previously covered by 
Whitney Houston), the same-sex 
love song “Joey (I Believe in Our 
Love),” and the gorgeous “Love’s 
Forever.” To complete the David 
Lasley experience, it’s well worth 
getting hold of Back to Blue-eyed 
Soul: Collected Works 1966-1999, 
which compiles 21 tracks, many of 
which are out of print, from over 
the course of Lasley’s remarkable 
career. 


The late Peter Allen had many 
claims to fame. An opening act for 
Judy Garland in the early ’60s, 
Allen had the distinction of being 
briefly married to Garland’s 
daughter Liza Minnelli. As a song¬ 
writer, he co-wrote hit pop songs 
such as “I Honestly Love You” 
(recorded by Olivia Newton- 
John), “Don’t Cry Out Loud” 
(recorded by Melissa Manches¬ 
ter), and “I’d Rather Leave While 
I’m in Love” (which was recorded 
by a multitude of artists, includ¬ 
ing Dusty Springfield). The Best of 
Peter Allen (A&M) features his 
covers of the above songs, which 
appeared on the studio discs he 
recorded for A&M from 1974-80. 
Other original Allen classics 
“Quiet Please, There’s a Lady on 
Stage,” “I Go to Rio,” “Everything 
Old Is New Again,” and his won¬ 
derful cover of “The More I See 
You” are also included on this 
“20th-century masters” collection. 

Top songs 

Jazz pianist Fred Hersch has al¬ 
ready established himself as a 
master of the ivories. His latest 
album, the expansive three-disc

set Songs Without Words (None¬ 
such), probably won’t do anything 
to tarnish his reputation. Disc one 
is comprised of 10 original Hersch 
compositions. The second disc 
features Hersch’s interpretations 
of jazz standards by a remarkable 
array of composers, including Th- 
elonious Monk, Duke Ellington, 
Wayne Shorter, and Charles Min¬ 
gus. Hersch devotes the third disc 
to one composer, Cole Porter. 
“From this Moment On,” “Don’t 
Fence Me In,” “Every Time We Say 
Goodbye,” and “You’re the Top,” 
are a few of the Porter songs to 
which Hersch adds his distinctive 
touch. 

Composer Esteban Ramirez 
performs all of his original com¬ 
positions on piano on his album 
Welcome Home (Descanso Music). 
Highlights include “Sandbox,” 
which also features strings, the ro¬ 
mantic “Dinner For Two,” and 
“New England.” Ramirez’s rendi¬ 
tion of “Over the Rainbow,” the 
album’s only non-original tune, is 
also a pleasure. 

The Fine Print (Noble Savage) 
is Mark Islam’s highly anticipated 
second album. Islam, who divides 
his time between LA and 
Nashville, infuses his songs with 
the sounds of both cities. Islam’s 
pedal-steel country-pop with Tex- 
Mex strains is pure Nashville. 
“Trick” and “The Well of Loneli¬ 
ness” (co-written by OMA-win- 
ning composer Jon Gilbert Leav¬ 
itt) sound like something out of 
the LA singer-songwriter scene of 
the ’70s. Leavitt also makes a guest 
appearance on the stirring song 
“Treading Water.” 

I first became aware of David 
Driver from his work in the band 
Meow, of “My Marine” fame. In 
his latest incarnation, Driver is 
fronting the Driver Quartet on 
their album Night Time 
(Comma), a collection of lush and 
loungey near-standards and es¬ 
tablished classics.

Queer record club 

Part 2, Women's division

F or something like 30 years, 
lesbians have been more vis¬ 
ible than gay men when it 
comes to recording and releasing 
albums in the realm of indepen¬ 
dent queer musicians. While there 
are more out male performers 
than their have been in the past, 
women still dominate. 

Educated at both Harvard and 
the Berklee School of Music, Kate 
Schutt has released an amazing 
and inventive disc of cover tunes, 
Brokenwingtrick (Wild Whip), 
which will have you rethinking 
several songs you already know. 
Schutt does write her own mater¬ 
ial, some of which she has includ¬ 
ed as unlisted bonus tracks; how¬ 
ever, her skills as an interpreter 
have impressed me the most. You 
will never listen to the songs 
“Rebel Rebel” and “Like a Virgin” 
the same way after hearing 
Schutt’s acoustic punk versions. 
The same holds true for her hard- 
folk rendition of “Freeway of 
Love,” her take on “This Must Be 
the Place (Naive Melody),” the 
stripped-down sound of “Here 


Comes the Rain Again,” and most 
especially her guitar/jazz/vocal vi¬ 
sion of “What’s Love Got To Do 
with It.” Schutt co-produced the 
disc with fellow Berldee grad Leon 
Lim and got the album’s title from 
gay author Tom Spanbauer. 

Out lesbian vocalist Gaye 
Adegbalola is one-third of bold 
boogie-woogie trio Saffire: The 
Uppity Blues Women. Ann Rab- 
son and Andra Faye are the other 
two. Their Aint Gonna Hush! (Al¬ 
ligator) contains “Blues for 
Sharon Bottoms” (with the cho¬ 
rus, “How low/How low/You 
know/Sharon B’s mama is a baby¬ 
stealing so and so”) is about the 
lesbian mother who lost custody 
of her son. 

Tret Fure’s name is tied into the 
history of the women’s music 
scene. On Back Home (Tomboy 
girl Records), Fret sings new com¬ 
positions that sound like timeless 
folk songs, complete with her stel¬ 
lar guitar playing. “This Train,” 
“Angel of Love,” “Willing,” “Com¬ 
ing Home,” and “Ancestors,” a 
story song, all feel like they belong 
in a songbook of standards. This 
album also contains the last two 
songs that Fure wrote with her 


former partner of 20 years, Cris 
Williamson. “Bring Up the Girl” 
and “Closer to my Sons” are both 
fitting additions to Fure and 
Williamson’s beloved canon. 

Heather Eatman evokes a 
modern blues sound on a few 
tracks on her album Real (Emi¬ 
nent). “Train,” with its slide guitar 
and “Motown foot stomping,” is 
more than a little suggestive of the 
blues, and her cover of Willie 
Dixon’s “Spoonful” couldn’t have 
been any bluer if she’d tried. Still, 
Eatman sounds like a born pop 
songwriter, as you can hear on 
“Heaven Help Us,” the Rickie Lee 
Jones-ish “Mixed-Up Girl,” and 
the haunting title track. 

Jenn Adams has a knack for 
story songs on her album In the 
Pool (White Boxer). Songs such as 
“Joliet,” “Everything Good,” “Mag¬ 
gie Tabasco,” and “Mozambique is 
Burning,” are the proof. Her 
choice of cover material, Julie 
Miller’s “Speed of Light” and 
Dylan’s “All Along the Watchtow- 
er,” are also exemplary. Celia, her 
partner, who is thanked in the 
liner notes, co-wrote two songs 
with Adams, “Not Tonight” and 
“All these Attachments.” ▼ 



stein, who plays bass in the quar¬ 
tet, penned a few original tunes 
for this album, the best of which 
is “Room for the New,” on which 
Driver gets to belt, and “A Long 
Way Down.” Other songs worth 
mentioning include a reimagined 
cover of Paul Simon’s “Me and 
Julio Down by the School Yard” 
(with Peter Kiesewalter’s terrific 
accordion work), a dramatic read¬ 
ing of “Imitation of Life” (from 
the movie of the same name), and 
an equally dramatic version of 
“Moon River.”

Exotic dancers 

Not many artists are capable of 
releasing two albums in one year, 
but that’s exactly what Khan did 
in 1999, when both 1-900-Get- 
Khan and Passportwere issued. No 
Comprendo (Matador) is Khan’s 
first album in a couple of years, 
and it features appearances by re¬ 
curring guest vocalist Julee Cruise 
(on the sweet “Say Goodbye”), as 
well as Kid Congo Powers, Dia- 
manda Galas and Jon Spencer. If 
you prefer your dance music to be 
on the exotic side, then you will 
have no trouble comprehending 
Khan’s No Comprendo. 

On his debut disc Archangel 
(Original Cast), Michael Vaccaro 
exhibits both his campy and clever 
side with the choices he made in 
retro cover material. The album 
opens with his discofied cover of 
the DeFranco Family’s “Heart¬ 
beat, It’s a Lovebeat,” and it’s fol¬ 


lowed by a respectable rendition 
of Bette Midler’s “Hurricane” 
(from her Thighs & Whispers 
album), as well as Vaccaro’s ver¬ 
sion of the Abba staple “Dancing 
Queen” and the uplifting “Makin’ 
It.” Unfortunately, the more cur¬ 
rent material, a majority of which 
was written by Vaccaro’s co-pro¬ 
ducers Jeff Olmsted and Brian 
Gari, isn’t as successful. Vaccaro’s 
reading of Randy Newman’s 
“Sandman’s Coming” is worth a 
listen.

I still haven’t forgiven Elton 
John for appearing on stage and 
performing with Eminem at the 
Grammy Awards earlier this year. 
But to many in the gay and lesbian 
community, he is still something 
of an icon. They’ll be happy to 
learn that several of Elton’s back 
catalog albums have been reissued 
in remastered and expanded edi¬ 
tions on Island/Mercury. The best

Venus of Minneapolis dark glam band All the Pretty Horses 

Venus is coming! 

W hat is it about Minneapolis? The city keeps sending us col¬ 
orful alternative queers. Some of my raver friends come 
from there. They tell me of a huge rave scene in the Mid¬ 
west, populated with queer youth like themselves. They’re cute as 
bugs, quirky in all sorts of intriguing ways, savvy, funny, and a real 
plus for the local ecstasy economy. They live to hug and be happy. 

Now Minneapolis is sending us All the Pretty Horses, one of the 
country’s most colorful goth-glam rock bands, the project of trans- 
gendered performance artist, filmmaker, painter and poet Venus, 
who formed the band in 1996 by combining his background in vi¬ 
sual arts with his passion for glam rock. 

By coincidence, I got hit from two different directions with news 
of the impending arrival of Venus. The first report came from Adri¬ 
an Roberts, lead singer of Blue Period and the impresario who mas¬ 
terminds and hosts the monthly glam-rock club Glitz at the Par¬ 
adise Lounge (that’s in his spare time, when he’s not designing this 
newspaper and editing his own Piss Clear newspaper to be distrib¬ 
uted to the dusty, wind-blown masses at Burning Man). Adrian is a 
bit kinky, and loves fetish parties, the ones where black vinyl, leather 
and latex rule, where corsets and harnesses and whips and cock- 
rings are adornments on androgynous beings with fluid sexualities. 
With Glitz an instant hit in a city craving the most far-out, wicked¬ 
ly fun scenes possible, Adrian has been able to showcase some fabu 
bands, and he’s just been waiting for the right time to present All the 
Pretty Horses, which he first encountered at a popular fetish club in 
Minneapolis. 

The other person to alert me to Venus’s SF gigs was David Pomi- 
je, one of my Minneapolis connections, who came here a year or two 
ago to immerse himself in poetry, performance, film, music, and 
whatever underground art scenes he can find. He’s the editor/pub¬ 
lisher of the poetry ’zine Rape of Narcissus. It so happens he and 
Venus are tight, and so David called me up with breathless enthusi¬ 
asm to alert me to the visitation of Venus. 

I concur with Adrian and David when they declare All the Pret¬ 
ty Horses a superior act. The band’s latest album, Ruin (Skindog 
Productions) burns holes in the darkness of goth. Venus and his co¬ 
horts evoke the spirit of Black Sabbath, with heavy guitar doing lots 
of 70s psychedelic riffs in a melange of semi-melodic noise, with 
Venus on guitar and Pandora on bass. At times the songs almost go 
downtempo, but they never lose their hard, glamorous edge. ▼

Cocks of the roost 

Here’s our exclusive soundbite 
from visiting dignitary John Wa¬ 
ters on the wild scene at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre last Thursday night as 
the remaining Angels of Light, 
along with a host of genderbend¬ 
ing drag queens and glammed-out 
local celebrities, cheered the sneak 
preview of SF filmmakers Bill 
Weber and David Weissman’s 
nearly-complete documentary

going to a high school reunion at 
a mental institution.” 

Paper moon 

Sometimes it helps to get a lit¬ 
tle historical perspective. Gray 
Brechin’s Imperial San Francisco 
(University of Califor¬ 
nia Press), now out in 
paperback, is a no- 
holds-barred civic 
history of how our lit¬ 
tle cowtown became a 
corporate power cen¬ 
ter. The book’s slant is 
best revealed in its 
subtitle, Urban Power, 

Earthly Ruin. Brechin 
shows how struggles 
for mining riches, 
water rights and em¬ 
pire-building shaped 
the city we know and (sometimes) 
love. 

Out There’s attention was most 
captured by the chapters on the 
nasty rise of the de Youngs (orig¬ 
inal owners of the SF Chronicle) 
and the Hearsts (original owners 


of the SF Examiner). It’s a colorful 
history. The caption to a caricature 
which ran in a rival rag, The Wasp, 
in 1881, gives a pretty good indi¬ 
cation of the tenor of the times: 
“Shortly after his assassination by 
the son of a minister whom he 
failed to kill, the ghost 
of Charles de Young 
hovers over the 
Chronicle Building, 
contemplating the 
many acts of violence 
and blackmail on 
which the de Young 
brothers built their 
newspaper.” 

Muckraker Upton 
Sinclair once noted 
that “there exists in 
America a control of 
news and of current 
comment more absolute than any 
monopoly in any other industry.” 
Brechin describes an early case of 
the Chron putting a competitor 
out of business: “[Rival journalist] 
Arthur McEwen had once 
charged the publishers of the 
Chronicle and the Examiner with 
collusion, and, as it turned out, 
Michael de Young had nor pur¬ 
chased the ‘dear old Call .’ Rather, 
he served as a front for a dummy 
who had either bought the paper 
for William Randolph Hearst or 
secured an option on it for him.” 

Monopoly shenanigans like 
these were echoed in our own day 
when the Hearst Corporation 
bought the Chronicle from the de 
Youngs and set up a pathetic com¬ 
petitor in the Fangxaminer. Until 
publisher Ted Fang’s misbegotten 
millions run out, we’re left with 
the illusion of competing dailies, 
and horse-trading as business as 
usual. T
